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Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat

Sen. 
Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s. 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 8 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote. 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs 


—In 1960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs.

This further modification in the grad- 


ing system by the Report Card Com- 
mittee has taken about six months. The 
report card committee consists of two 
Dist. 2 principals, teacher representa- 
tives and curriculum personnel. 


Presently there is a differentiation of 


four levels in kindergarten, primary with 
eight levels of formal instruction, and a 
primary honors program, intermediate 
with six levels of formal instruction and 
an honors program and junior high 
school. 


"The student will be placed in a level 


according to his achievement rather than 


his age or years in school," Mrs. Malina 
said. 


"Right now, it could happen a student 


with much ability can work at an aver- 
age pace and receive an 'A' while a stu- 
dent with lesser ability working at a 
much greater pace can only get a 'C'," 
said Kenneth Kaufman, acting Dist. 2 su- 
perintendent. 
With this program, the 


harder working student could receive an 
'A' grade even if he does not have supe- 
rior ability, Kaufman said. 


A student will have to work at his ca- 


pacity to get an 'A' grade, Mrs. Malina 
said. He may be intelligent, but if he is 
working in a "slipshod manner" he will 
not get the highest grade, she said

"I have been on the board two years 


and this is one of the major things the 
board has dealt with," said Mrs. Jean 
Blazek.

"I am not negative about the idea, just 


the way it is being presented to the par- 
ents," Mrs. Blazek said. "There is noth-

Drug Problems: 'Parent's Aren't Innocent'

Arthur D. Christy, Wood Dale police 


chief, Wednesday dispelled persistent ru- 
mors that Fenton High School has a 
serious drug problem and stressed that 
parents, not police, must solve the youth- 
marijuana culture In today's society. 


Christy was responding to numerous 


phone calls by concerned parents who 
claim that Fenton Is on the list of schools 
with a high incidence of narcotics use. 


"I presume that within the viljage.we 


have a few cases of kids popping a pill 
once in a while but I have yet to find any 
hard narcotics In the village," Christy 
said. "We have been able to keep our 
high school at the bottom of the list." 


Christy thinks that parents and police 


should become more concerned 
with 


marijuana than hard drugs such as her- 
oin because of its growing usage by the 
young. 


"Marijuana abuse has increased and is 


not a major menace," the chief said. "It 
is true that marijuana is' not addictable 
but in my 25 years of law enforcement, I 
have yet to see an addict come through a 
police station, that has not started his 
career of narcotics with marijuana." 


WHILE CHRISTY blames "grass" as 


the catalyst to a life of drug addiction, he 
puts the solution in the lap of today's 
parents. He believes that police can only 
apprehend users and pushers but that the 
parents must provide the guidance in 
curtailing the drug abuse. 


"We see television commercials that 


state 'Do you know where your child is 
now?' — and really, how many of us par- 
ents really do know?" 


Christy accuses parents of not commu- 


nicating with their children and taking 
an interest in their frustrations and prob- 
lems. He urges parents to become in- 


volved with their children and become 
knowledgeable on drug use symptoms. 


"In Wood Dale, we have the perfect 


situation for marijuana to grow, as it is 
usually found in uncultivated areas, such 
as abandoned fields, on ditch banks, in 
fence rows and along railroad tracks — 
all of which we have in this community," 
Christy said. "When a person sees a sus- 
picious plant, he should pull it up so it 
will not reseed itself." 


If parents' don't have the time to pull 


up marijuana plants, Christy suggests 
they spend a few moments looking into 
their children's whereabouts and ap- 
proaching the drug problem with an open 
mind. 


"IF YOUR CHILD has smoked some 


marijuana, we never say 'no, no,' we try 
to understand the reason why they 
smoked it," the chief asserts. "Anger at 


finding that a child has smoked mari- 
juana will not solve the problem. Love 
and communication are the answers." 


Christy hopes parents will become 


aware of marijuana use symptoms in 
which the user becomes very talkative 
and tends toward excessive laughter 
The user's pupils dilate and the eyes 
become bloodshot because they do not re- 
act normally to light. A marijuana user 
is less sensitive to pain and lacks depth 
perception. 


"Persons under marijuana have been 


known to commit rape and homosexual 
acts," Chnsty said. "As the intoxication 
continues, the user loses his'power of 
muscular coordination, has hallucina- 
tions and may become hysterical or de- 
velop homicidal tendencies." 


THERE IS NO SET pattern on how 


marijuana users will react to continual 


smoking. Prolonged usage may result in 
mental deterioration but in general the 
reaction to the drug varies. 


"A user at one time will simply feel 


good or go to sleep and another time be- 
come a homicidal maniac," the chief 
said. 


Christy stresses that parents must not 


use anger to combat marijuana usage by 
their children but rather understanding 
Parents must be observant of their 
child's behavior and react with sound 
reasoning. 


"Parents don't have to rant and rave if 


they discover their child smokes mari- 
juana," Christy said. "They just must sit 
down and talk with them." 


Christy cites the pusher as the primary 


concern of police, not the 15-year-old 
first-time user. He added that if police 
apprehend pushers, the youth will have 
no access to the'drug. 


lage in the Register indicated the meet- 
ing would be a public hearing.

Smith Headed For Defeat? 


AUTUMN SALE 
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against Democrat Edward Warman for 
the 18th Congressional District seat va- 
cated by Donald Rumsfeld, he carried 
each oE the four Northwest suburban 
townships by better than a 2Vi to 1 ratio 
and carried Palatine and Elk Grove 
townships by almost a 4 to 1 ratio. 


In each of the mentioned election 


years, the top Republican vote-getters in 
the suburbs — even if they lost state- 
wide — were the candidates for United 
States Senator and congressman. 


Indications are that the pattern in the 


congressional race will be maintained. 
Crane is showing 75-80 per cent of the 
vote in the same area where Smith is 
running so poorly and, although Crane is 
not expected to get that kind of support 
in the eastern townships of the district, 
he probably will lead the Republican 
ticket. 


BUT SMITH seems likely to run at the 


bottom of the ticket and, since he heads 
the Republican ballot, repercussions low- 
er on the ticket may be disastrous for 
other Republican candidates who are 
considered far superior to their Demo- 
cratic opponents. 


If Smith loses, Monday morning quar- 


terbacks will have a field day analysing 
the reasons for the loss. 


Among the reasons certain to be most 


prominent are these: 


—Stevenson's well-known name. 
—Ill feelings toward Smith lingering 


from the March primary election against 
William Rentsehler. 


—Reports that Smith got the Senate 


appointment only because he had bowed 
out of the race for governor against 
Richard Ogilvie in 1968. 


— S m i t h ' s advertising 
campajgn 


against Stevenson, considered by many 
to be a smear campaign and degrading 
to the office of senator. 


—Vice President Agnew, who has ac- 


tively supported Smith but who is shown 
by the latest Harris Poll to be rapidly 
declining in popularity. 


I 


—Smith's performance in the Senate. 


His attendance record is one of the worst 
and he has not participated in any de- 
bate on major issues. 
—Smith's waivering on key issues, such 
as the Haynesworih Supreme Court nom- 
ination, the SuperSonic Transport and an 
10-year-old vote. 


—President Nixon's policies and the 


state of the economy. 


THE REASONS for Uie defeat, if it 


happens, probably lies in a combination 
of all of these .reasons. 


But what if Smith wins? Although it 


seems unlikely, it is not impossible. 


If he does, the reasons for the victory 


will be easier to explain than the reasons 
for a defeat — even if he has been trail- 
ing Stevenson since the beginning of the 
campaign. 


For one thing, Illinois proved in l%8 


that it is a Republican state. 


The state carried for Nixon, it has a 


Republican governor, two Republican 
senators and the Republicans have the 
majorities in both the Illinois House and 
Illinois Senate. 


So a Smith victory would follow the 


pattern of GOP gains in Illinois. 


Also, Smith is an incumbent and in- 


cumbents, whethre appointed or elected, 
have an edge on challengers. 


And finally, Smith has had the advan- 


tage of several campaign visits by both 
President Nixon and Vice President Ag- 
new. 


Regardless 
of 
agreement

agreement with their President, Ameri- 
cans still like to see him in person and 
listen to him. 


So it will be easy to explain the out- 


come, regardless of what happens and 
the analysts will be working feverishly, 
even before the uik dries on the tally 
books. 


For an analysis from this corner, wait 


until it's over and then pick the set of 
reasons mentioned earlier in the story. 
That's why what's going to happen to- 
morrow happened, whatever it may be.

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The Doctor Says 
Smoke Cigarettes, 
Suffer

Dcnr Doctor — I've heard that isomet- 


ric exercises are good for you. What are 
isometric exercises? Are they good for 
the heart? 


Dear Header — Isometric exercises 


are those that involve tensing a muscle 
without moving it. As an exampte, hold 
out your arm and tense all the muscles 
in.the arm and hand, making the arm 
and hand rigid. This form of tensing is 
an isometric exercise. The opposing mus- 
cles work or contract against each other. 
If the muscle moves, like in running, 
push-ups or any exerisc causing length- 
ening or shortening of the muscle, it is 
not isometric. 


Isometric exercises firm up the mus- 


cles and increase their strength. It is 
doubtful that they help the heart and cir- 
culation in the way walking, jogging or 
active exercises do. 


CtCtARETTES ARE high on the list of 


our "civilized" habits associated with 


poor health. Cigarette consumption in the 
United States increased parallel to the 
rise in heart and vascular disease. Fatty 
deposits in the arteries and cigarettes 
were both rare before 1900. Only 4 billion 
cigarettes were manufactured in 1900 
while the current level is 580 billion an- 
nually, or 145 times as many. 


Cigarette smoking is a fairly recently 


acquired habit. Cigars, pipes, chewing 
tobacco and snuff used to be the major 
form of tobacco consumption. 


You may associate cigarette smoking 


with lung cancer. But that is just the tip 
of the iceberg. They are implicated in a 
host of other diseases. The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Public Health points out that 
there are a million more people with 
chronic lung disease than there would be 
if everyone had the same rate observed 
in non-smokers. 


If you are a heavy smoker your chan- 


ces of dropping dead or having a heart 
attack are increased about three times

over the likelihood in nonsmokers. 


There is a relationship between peptic 


ulcers and cigarette smoking. There are 
over a million more people with peptic 
ulcers each year than would occur at 
rates observed in nonsmokers. The more 
cigarettes you smoke the greater likeli- 
hood you will have a peptic ulcer. Even 
if you escape an actual ulcer you may 
develop a lot of trouble with your stom- 
ach that is akin to the difficulties associ- 
ated with ulcers. 


If you want to live a short life, ciga- 


rettes will help. A 25-year-old man who 
smokes two packs a day, on the average, 
will live eight years less than a com- 
parable non-smoker. The more cigarettes 
you smoke the greater your likelihood of 
an early death. 


Cigarette smoking has decreased in 


both American men and women. Over 70 
per cent of all men used to smoke. Now 
only 51 per cent smoke. Women cigarette 
smokers have decreased from 40 per 
cent to 34 per cent. Cigarette smoking 
for American men and women has de- 
creased from 55 per cent to the current 
figure of 42 per cent. Since fewer young 
people are smoking today, there is rea- 
son to hope the. rate will drop still far- 
ther. 


The biggest strides in cutting back 


cigarette smoking have been observed in 
people who are better educated than oth- 
ers. Thus cigarette smoking is more and 
more getting to be a mark of the non 
achiever or less-intelligent person.

A. Gabric, democrat nominee who is a 
lawyer in Glen Ellyn. 


Douglas, from Warrenville, is prose- 


cutor for fire protection dishicts and 
school districts. He also has been an in- 
vestigator for the U. S. Department of 
Justice. 


Gabric, a member of the Illinois Asso- 


ciation of Trial Lawyers received his law 
degree from the John Marshall Law 
School. 


Associate Judge Leroy L. Rechenma- 


cher will be on the ballot seeking election 
as a full judge on the circuit court 
bench 


There are three openings for the posi- 


tions of full judgeships in the circuit 
court. William Bauers' appointment as 
U. S District Attorney for the 3rd Dist 
created the first opening on the bench. 


JUDGE WILLIAM C. ATTEN'S an- 


nounced retirement has created a second 
vacancy and a new law creating another 
judgeship for the 18th circuit court be- 
cause of the population growth, has 
created the third post. 


Republican nominees tunning unop- 


posed for these vacancies are Alfred W 


Woodward, George Unverzagt and Rech- 
enmacher 


Woodward is a Wheaton attorney and a 


graduate of Northwestern University 
Law School. Unverzagt is the village at- 
torney for Villa Park, Wayne and Wil- 
lowbrook. He received his law degree 
from the Univeisity of Chicago 


Rechenmaeher has served on the 18th 


circuit court for one term since 1966. He 
has a law degree from Mt Vernon Law 
School in Baltimoie, Md 


Judges Philip F. Locke and Bert E. 


Rathje will be on the judicial ballot seek- 
ing retention as full judges Locke a resi- 
dent of West Chicago has been a DuPage 
County judge since 1957. He attended 
North Central College and received his 
law degree from John Marshall Law 
School in Chicago. 


Rafhje, the chief judge of the 18th Cir- 


cuit Court, is from Wheaton. He has been 
a judge in the county for 10 years. He 
teceived his law degree from North- 
western University. 


On a county level, the issues in tomor- 


row's election are far more controversial 
than the candidates, and the most dis- 
puted is the proposal to eliminate the po- 
sition of township highway commission- 
ers and create a unit road district 


The DuPage County Board of Super- 


visors opposed the unit road district plan 
and only after legal pressures did the 
board approve the proposal for the bal- 
lot. 


The proposal has been a project of Wil- 


liam A Redmond, Democratic state rep- 
resentative from the 37th District. It 
would transfer the duties of township 
road commissioners to the County Super- 
intendent of Highways. 


Redmond contends it would be a tax 


saving because machinery and manpow- 
er could be coordinated. 


The unit road district is the only route 


voters have to abolish the "useless posi- 
tions of road commissioners," Redmond 
said, because counties with populations 
of more than 500,000 can't vote to change 
the township system 


"WITH INCREASED urbanization, and 


the growth of municipalities we will 
reach the 500,000 mark very soon. Then 


we could have the same situations Cook 
county has, where a road commissioner 
is responsible for six roads." 


Supporters of the unit district feel the 


county board and most Republicans want 
to keep the township system for patron- 
age purposes. 


Gerald Weeks, chairman of the county 


board, said the board rejected the pro- 
posal because of "its vague language. 
We question the implementation." 


Weeks in particular doesn't like the fi- 


nancial structure of the district which 
would levy a tax for its projects, much 
like the townships do now He claims 
wealthy townships will be paying for 
roads in undeveloped areas 


One of the less known issues voters 


will be asked to decide on is the Banking 
Act amendment This amendment would 
grant state-chartered banks the same le- 
gal powers as national banks without 
making it necessary to amend the Bank- 
ing Act each time legislation is passed on 
the federal level. 


A second part of the amendment to the 


Illinois Business Corporation Act will 
give state banks equality with national 
banks in the area of perm-tted terms of 
merger 


THE AMENDMENT doesn't permit 


branch banking within the state, nor doe* 
i'. make any changes in the existing tax 
rates and structure. 


Finally, the most far-reaching but least 


publicized issue facing voters in the 
county and throughout the state is the 
$750 million bond referendum to fight 
pollution 


Under the proposal, the state would be 


authorized to pay up to 25 per cent of the 
construction costs of local sewage treat- 
ment facilities. The state's contribution 
then qualifies local areas for federal aid 


The special white ballot requires the 


approval of the majority of the voters for 
passage. Failure to vote means a no vote 
on the issue. This has been emphasized 
by local trustees in Itasca, Roselle and 
elsewhere who have fully endorsed the 
$750 million bond issue. 


Improving sewage facilities would help 


eliminate about 70 per cent of the cause 
o£ water pollution in Illinois today, ac- 
cording to Governor Richard B. Ogilvie. 


Irate taxpayers will have the opportu- 


nity to vote out the personal property 
tax. The amendment to the constitution 
was passed by the General Assembly but 
requires passage by the voters.

County Offices A Republican Shoo-in? 


JAMES H. CLARK 


Politcal realists in DuPage county will 


quickly say theie was only one race in 
county government this year, and it was 
settled In the April primary when James 
H, Clnrk beat out his fellow Republican 
opponent Henry C. Cheney to run as that 
party's candidate for county treasurer 
tomorrow. 


The county is still very much a Re- 


publican stronghold. (The party organi- 
zation likes to refer to DuPage County as 
the most Republican county in the coun- 
try 


Add to this formidable 
reputation, 


heavy financial support and a con- 
servative trend among many voters and 
the Republicans running for county office 
have already been elected. 


Despite these odds, the DuPage County 


Democrats have entered the race for 
County treasurer, sheriff, 
clerk 
and 


County superintendent of the education 
Service Region, and are hoping to cut 
away at the Republican majority. 


COUNTY TREASURER 


The race for county treasurer is prob- 


ably the most controversial because of 
the Issues Involved. Both the Democratic 
and Republican Candidates are question- 
ing the $12 million dollar "surplus" ac- 
quired by the treasurer's office because 
of the three per cent collector's tax. 


The money has been put Into the Coun- 


ty's general fund and earmarked for 
building at a new administrative com- 
plex. 


Currently the county treasurer takes 


three per cent of all taxes levied by local 
governments to finance his task of collec- 
ting, but he only spends about one per 
cent to actually cover his costs. 


James H. Clark, Republican candidate, 


is critical of the collector's fee and said 
he would reduce it to the amount needed. 


Unlike his opponent, Clark sees the 


treasurer's job as a policy-making one, 
"and taxes are our biggest policy," he 
said. 


Clark, the Milton township assessor 


since 1962, plans to use his past experi- 
ence 11 elected. "As township assessor, 
I've answered (or taxes for the last eight 
years. I know we are often victims of

poor tax planning and it's time we 
brought them into the development pic- 
ture." 


The 41-year-okl assessor is proud of his 


record which he says has been recog- 
nized nationally. He directs one of the 
largest assessor's offices in the county. 


With the use of modern equipment 


such as film slides and a numbering sys- 
tem for property parcels and a mobile 
inspection unit to reach property person 
ally, he has been able to reduce taxes for 
some governmental units 


HE PROPOSED a countywide tax- 


planning council which would include 
representatives of vaiious taxing bodies 
such as schools, municipal and county of- 
ficials, and members of homeowners 
groups. 


This group could support realistic pro- 


posals for school buildings, warn against 
the crisis of single family zoning, and 
coordinate requests for new taxes to pro- 
tect the taxpayer. It would be an ideal 
group, Clark said, to work out a solution 
for the collector's fee 


Thomas Pierce, has termed himself 


the "Don Quixote" candidate. The demo- 
crat running for treasurer wants to 
give the entire $12 million surplus back 
to the taxpayers. 


Pierce, a resident of DuPage County 


for 20 years and a Hinsdale attorney, has 
proposed the County not levy its general 
fund tax and instead use the surplus. 


The democrat contends the county 


board "wants to dodge a referendum on 
the building projects it has started" and 
called the surplus "an illegal levy." 


The treasurer's job is to collect and 


disburse taxes, according to Pierce, and 
not to accumulate or invest funds, 


"If there is a surplus, it should go right 


back where it came from — the tax- 
payers," he said. 


His training as a certified public ac- 


countant makes him more qualified than 
his opponent, he feels. 


Generally 
unassuming, 
Pierce has 


been severely critical of the financial 
management of the county government 
during the campaign. 


He calls Clark's advocacy of reducing

single family housing in the county "Ut- 
ter nonsense resulting from the social 
bankruptcy of the Republican party, and 
a debasement of American life 


The solution, he said, is to have the 


county treasurer "disgorge the $12 to $15 
million surplus." 


COUNTY SHERIFF 


Incumbent Republican Sheriff Wayne 


S. Shimp says his department has two 
major problems — lack of personnel and 
funds — at a time when crime in the 
county is on the upswing. 


Shimp who succeeded the late Law- 


rence Springborn as sheriff over a year

date for sheriff, looks on the job as an 
administrative one, something that would 
thrive from suggestions from everyone 
and include a joint effort by all. 


At the same time, he said, the sheriff's 


department now isn't a professional law 
enforcement body and isn't being admin-

lack of respect for the sheriff's office. 
Just ask some of the police chiefs about 
their complaints," Hacker said 


Hacker, a former commissioner of 


highways for Milton township listed three

"The investigative and juvenile depart- 


ments have to be expanded We need 
more men to cope with the new prob- 
lems," Shimp said. 


The department is about half-staffed to 


serve the 100,000 living hi unincorporated 
areas of the county he said. 


Drug use among the young is undoubt- 


edly the biggest problem in the next few 
years, according to the Sheriff, and he 
and his staff haye begun to organize a 
centralized system of enforcement. 


Shimp said the county is trying to use 


all its men in the field and a new data 
processing information system has facil- 
itated this. The unique filing and record- 
ing machinery actually cut costs and re- 
duces time spent making out and looking 
for information. 


Conditions at the county jail have been 


improving, he said. A doctor is at the jail 
three days a week to administer aid. 
General service is better also, he said. 


SHIMP SAID he is working to increase 


salaries for his men and didn't believe 
they would unionize to press demands in 
this area. 
Frank Hacker, the democratic candi- 


provement of morale, more depart- 
mentalization and more funding. 


Like Shimp, Hacker believes the drug 


problem must be enforced but he sup- 
ports more police involvement in the 
community, talking with parents and 
youth before the problem even starts. 


He also wants to improve salaries and 


benefits and favors unionizing for this 
purpose.

He served in administrative capacities 


with the Naperville School District from 
1941-55 when he became assistant super- 
intendent of county schools 


Gordon Jensen is the democratic can 


didate for the same office and he wants 
to "define" the superintendent's role. 


Jensen, a two-time loser for the office, 


doesn't differ from his opponent Gates on 
any major issues In fact, he said "I'm 
an admirer of Merrill Gates " 


He does feel the county needs more 


vocational education programs and per- 
sonality development programs. 


A principal for 10 years in high schools 


and junior high schools, and a year in 
the Chicago school system are Jensen's 
qualifications for the job.

Mental Health Pact Made 


by the staff of the DuPagc County 


Family Service Association 


A new era of concern for mental 


health 
in DuPage 
County was 
in- 


augurated earlier this month with the 
formulation of an unprecedented co-oper- 
ative arrangement between the DuPage 
County Mental Health Center, the Ray 
Graham Rehabilitation Center and the 
Family Service Association (FSA) of Du- 
Page County. 


The arrangement, intended to increase 


the facility of mental health service to 
DuPage, takes the form of a 844,000 allo- 
cation for the express purpose of hiring 
detached Mental Health Center personnel 
to work with FSA and the Graham Cen- 
ter. According to Kenneth Van Doren, 
executive director of the Mental Health 
Center and Dr. Charles M. Lang, direc- 
tor of the County Health Department, 
mental health services will be expanded 
through a variety of organizations. 


FSA employs professional social work- 


ers who provide casework therapy for a 
broad range of family-related problems, 
including marital, child-parent, financial 


and individual difficulties. The Graham 
Center provdcs a "sheltered workshop" 
to employ mentally retarded individuals 
in useful occupations. 


According to Ralph Tellefsen, FSA 


president, their share of the new funds 
are being put to use immediately to hire 
two new social workers. This will in- 
crease the available service time of the 
agency, he noed, and make it possible 
for FSA to accept additional cases. 


Although the salary for the new de- 


tached personnel is provided for under 
the allocation, Tellefsen said, the seler- 
tio-n, assignment of cases, supervision 
and. consultation of and for these new 
caseworkers is completely the responsi- 
bility of FSA. The funds will not be used 
for any secretarial or administrative 
purposes, he added, and the Mental 
Health Center will be kept fully informer! 
as to the disposition of its monies. 


THE RAY GRAHAM CENTER will 


likewise use their share of the funds to 
hire trained personnel to work in the 
same manner under their direction, ac- 
cording to Executive Director Richard 0. 


Ihlefeld. 


In order to keep the co-operative effort 


between the agencies more than a purely 
financial one, it is expected that one or 
more liaisons will be established to main- 
tain maximum contact at all levels be- 
tween the groups. Such inter-agency co- 
operation could according to Lawrence 
Berson, FSA executive director, extend 
itself even to the realms of psychiatric 
consultation and expanded referral ser- 
vices between the agencies. 


"The Mental Health Center allocation 


provides Family Service and the Gra- 
ham Center with a fantastic opportunity 
to provide the kind of improved and ex- 
panded services so important and vital to 
the mental health and welfare of DuPage 
County and its citizens. We are grateful 
for fche new funds and we look forward to 
an even greater sense of co-operation be- 
tween all agencies dedicated to such wor- 
thy goals," Tellefsen said. His senti- 
ments were echoed by the presidents of 
both the Ray Graham and Health De- 
partment Boards of Directors, Len Har- 
rigan and John P. Case, respectively.

cede kids," the principal charged. 
"Teachers talk about kids striking to get 
what they want — why shouldn't they, 


we do." 


Chase blamed student activism on 


educational shortcomings highlighted by 
inadequate teachers who fail to arouse 
the mental capabilities of their students. 


"Youth nowadays has become adul 


hood on a smaller scale," Chase said. 
"But it's the man up front that makes 
th'e difference."

I dread the coming of winter. It's not 


the thoughts of heating bills, icy walks 
and wet snowsuits that get me down.

lose not only the mittens from Kresge's, 
but exquisite embroidered numbers sent 
by rich relatives for whom the children 
have been named. 


For some odd reason, only one mitten 


of a pair can be lost. 


If a mother should attempt to outsmart 


the child by buying or knitting several 


like pairs of the same size, the child re- 
taliates by losing only right mittens or 
•exclusively left mittens. 


The mitten mania syndrome in the 


mother first manifests itself in October 
in mild annoyance. By November she is 
angry. By December she is wild. Then 
Christmas comes — with new mittens. 
January is devoted to anger, February to 
renewed wildness, and by March the 
mother says to her bewildered husband 
that he must choose between her or the 
mittens. 


Some mothers have crocheted strings 


to put through sleeves only to find they 
get tangled in bicycle chains and caught 
a r o u n d washing machine agitators 
(sometimes 
causing 
embarrassment 


when the fire department has to come to 
free the kid). Others use clips that are 
foolproof only to those under two, I know 
one mother who while expecting her 
first, immediately devoted all her time to 
knitting mittens large enough to fit a 
5-year-old. He's now six, and he barely 
made it through last year. 


The only truly effective method I have 


heard of was devised by a mother of 
eight. She simply glues mittens to her 
children's hand in late October and then 
has the kids wash them off in a solvent 
in late March. 


Husbands seem to be incapable of un- 


derstanding mitten mania. They tak? 
threats of abandonment and divorce 
rather personally. They don't believe 
their wives' self-diagnosis of facial tics 
and screaming nightmares. They even 
try to buy peace by bringing home new 
pairs of mittens; then they don't undei-- 
stand why such a gesture brings on more 
wifely tears. 


There are also a number of diseases 


related to mitten mania, such as self-pro- 
pelled shoe. This is a condition where 
one good shoe disappears just before a 
family outing — preferably a wedding or 
family reunion. There is also bashful 
hoot and solitary sock. 


The only encouraging thing about mit- 


ten mania is that it is a seasonal dis- 
order. If one can look at it that way, 
there's always hope for a new day — a 
warmer one.

No. 1 — Laseke Disposal Co. We had 


twice a week pickup (garbage and trash) 
in Bellwood, 111., at a charge of $1 a 
month. Bellwood provided 
their own 


pickup. Here after an increase or two we 
are paying $8.90 for two months. Half the 
time they don't empty one of our four 
garbage cans. When a 'holiday- comes 
during the week, we get only one pickup 
for the same price. There are very many 
small children on our block here, and the 
men are very careless about the lan- 
guage they use in front of these little 
ones. 


No. 2 — Halloween. Even having a 


first grader, I dreaded Oct. 31. Bellwood 
had a time limit of four hours for the 
kiddies to trick and treat, but here it's 
from the time they wake up until they go 
to bed. We have to walk up and down six 


stairs every time the bell rings. Last 
year I fixed 100 trick or treat bags, and 
they were gone by noon It kind of takes 
all the good out of a "good" thing when 
you can't even get meals prepared and 
eaten in peace. I would think our village 
could set time limits. 


With these two exceptions, we're very 


happy in Arlington Heights. It's a lovely, 
clean community but leaves a little to be 
desired in some ways. Thanks for listen- 
ing, and I love the Herald. I've gotten to 
the point where I read it before I read 
the Chicago Tribune. 


The police department here is great. 


The few times we've had dealings with 
them, we've received 100 per cent coop- 
eration. They could be an example for 
other communities.

School Story Had Errors 


Roselle Perspective 
Drugs Problem? No, People Are 


by GINNY KUCMIERZ 


Teachers in the Roselle area recently 


took a mini-course on drugs at institutes 
sponsored by the elementary and high 
school districts. 


The school staffs saw charts with pic- 


tures of dangerous drugs. They were 
shown displays of legal medicines which 
are often manufactured and sold illegal- 
ly, and they learned how household items 
such as airplane glue are used by many 
young people today to create highs. 


THEY LEARNED SOME of the jargon 


of the drug cult and lots of statistics on 
how the use and abuse of drugs is in- 
creasing in the country, in the state and 
in the county. 


In the midst of all this data, Orval 


Trail, superintendent of Medinah Dist. 11 
declared to members of his staff that 
there wasn't a drug problem. 


• Trail wasn't denying the uso of drugs 
and other artificial stimuli by many high 
school and grade school students to get 
high. He wasn't closing his eyes to the 
•increasing number of students who arc 
turning to these devices. 
; T h e 
Medinah superintendent 
was 


analyzing the problem in its proper per- 
spective. 
I "I would say the use of drugs and alco- 
hol and similar things is all the same 
problem, it's all n matter of the self-im- 
age of the child. How he sees himself, his 
values and his body will determine to a 
large extent If he takes drugs and 
drinks." Trail said. 
• FORTUNATELY, for Roselle and the 
Lake Park High School area, many 
.people see the "drug problem" as Trail 
tloes. It isn't something that will dis- 
,-npffcar with strict enforcement and re- 
•strictions. 
; Its cure must be much more deep- 
rooted than a list of don'ts and the fear 
of punishment for use, because drugs 


themselves really aren't the problem. 
People and society are. 


The frequent sense of personal useless- 


•ness and meaningless of values and stan- 
dards of society is probably the most 
necessary pro-requisite of many young 
drug users. 


Individualized teaching is an attempt 


to resolve the first of these causes. More 
and more teachers are encouraged by su- 
periors and concerned about students 
enough to devote time and instruction to 
individuals rather than a class of stu- 


dents. They arts seeing their students as 
people not as a job. 


If this approach could be employed 


consistently and positively throughout 
the schools, much of the alienation and 
type casting that goes on in the class- 
room and contributes to the boxed in 
feeling of many of the young people 
could be eliminated. 


BUT THEN THERE'S the problem of 


values. Adults shake th'eir head in won- 
der at some of the youth today. They ask 
why their children don't care about what 


they care about, why they don't strive to 
imitate their parents and why they con- 
stantly criticize society. 


George Bowman, principal at Medinah 


South School, gave part of the answer at 
a speech to the Parent Teachers' Organi- 
zation recently. 


Bowman said, "We must re-examine 


our time honored reverence for the val- 
ues of affluence, power and big in- 
stitutions. And recognize the affluence 
bores, power 
corrupts 
and 
big in- 


stitutions diminish the stature of man."

Left Turn—After Two Years9

The York Road-Irving Park Road spe- 


cial left turn signal is operational. Will 
wonders never cease? 


After almost two years of promises 


from state highway officials that the 
light would be operational "within the 
next ten days," the signal began oper- 
ating last week. 


The signal is not so complex. It is a 


regular traffic stop light with an added 
light to allow left turns several seconds 
before other traffic is allowed to move. 


The state highway officials told village 


officials one small part was needed be- 
fore the light could be completed and be 
gin operation. 


For over a year, traffic traveling east 


and trnffice traveling west on Irving 
Park Road, rotated movement. When the 


light was green for westbound traffic it 
was red for eastbound traffic and vice 
versa. York Road traffic had a nice left 
hand turn lane, but this was of little use 
without a signal. Traffic still became 
highly congested on York Road. 


Now that the left turn signlas 
are 


working for all traffic on both roads, 
traffic congestion should be alleviated. 


ONE PROBLEM STILL exists. Drivers 


who iiave driven this stretch of road for 
the last several years may not yet be 
accustomed to the left turn signal. 


Last week Bensenville police attributed 


at least one fender bender at the inter- 
section to a motorist's unfamiliarity with 
the working of the new signal. 


Some motorists, on Irving Park Road, 


who do not know the left turn signal is 
operating, turn left when the light for 


other traffic is green. 


Eventually though, drivers will become 


better acquainted with the new traffic 
signal and traffic will move more 
smoothly through the intersection. 


There are other highways in or near 


the village which do not offer as much 
promise for straightening out traffic tie 
ups. 


THE STATE HIGHWAY engineers put 


their heads together and came up with 
the "traffic circle" at Grand Avenue, 
Rte 83 and Lake Street. If you think it 
will take time for motorists to get used 
to the York Road light, think how long 
it will take for them to become accus- 
tomed to the counter clockwise traffic 
pattern in this area. 


Hundreds of barrels, flashing lights 


and glowing signs direct drivers, but to 


the motorists new at this construction de- 
tour game, this area is'a nightmare. 


There are other areas where detours — 


with all the signs and lighted arrows — 
provide drivers with more confusion than 
direction. The York Road-Grand Avenue 
intersection can offer just as big a chal- 
lenge to the southbound driver trying to 
get into the Brentwood Shopping center 
as the "traffic circle" provides to the 
eastbound Lake Street driver trying to 
continue eastbound on Lake Street. 


Eventually these traffic projects will 


be completed, and hopefully everything 
will return to normal. 


FOR NOW, Bensenville residents and 


motorists through Bensenville should at 
least he happy for the innovation at the 
intersection of York Road and Irving 
Park Road.

Sorrow For Lake Park — Lancers Falter

Alt is well in the hnd of Wheaton 
The battle Is just about over, and the 


king of the Tri-County has survived the 
insurrectionists' attacks and is once 
again the strong and sturdy ruler of the 
realm. 


There were rumors in recent weeks 


that the king's power was crumbtag and 
his reign would soon be ended. 


The doubt ended Saturday afternoon. 
Wheaton North, defending champion of 


the Trl-County, clinched Mt least a share 
of the conference throne ofr 1970 by 
dominating a strong Lake Park squad, 
defeating the visitors 14-6.

Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat 


by ED -VIURNANE 
(A News Analysis) 


Sen Ralph T Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 6 p m tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs 


Republicans ti aditionally have scored 


victones in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65 70 and 75 pei cent of the vote 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion yeais in the Northwest suburbs 


—In 1960, when the late John F Kenne- 


dy baiely earned Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming wmnc- in the Northwest sub- 
urbs

Mensching's Grocery Wraps Up 43 Years

Rows of old-fashioned wooden shelves 


which for 43 years were stocked with 
groceries of all types now stand bare 


Residents of Itasca, who last April felt 


the loss of the old Mensching's Dry 
Goods store, are once again losing a vil- 
lage landmark. This time it is the Men- 
sching's Grocery Store 


The store, owned by Elmer Menschmg, 


officially closed last month leaving an 
emptiness 'in both the hearts of many 
residents as well as in the center of 
town 


According to Mensching, his decision 


to close the business was made after 
members of the family, who jointly own 
the building which housed both the gro- 


cery and dry goods stoies, decided to 
sell 


DURING ITS LIFETIME, the store 


served most everyone in Itasca, fiom the 
very young to the very old 


For the children, it was a place they 


could go while playing and riding their 
bicycles to stock-up on their supply of 
bubble gum and candy 


To the housewife, it was a place she 


could go not only to buy her week's sup- 
ply of groceries, but also chat and dis- 
cuss the latest local news at the same 
tame 


For the older resident, it was a type of 


haven amid the mass of modern imper- 
sonal chain stores 
Mensching's was 


within walking distance for many of the 
oldtimers unable to drive, and was also 


one of the few remaining establishments 
to make home deliveries 


The business originally began as a gen- 


eral store in June of 1913, being operated 
jointly by Mensching's father, Martin, 
am; his uncle, Emil. At this time, the 
store was located at Orchard and Walnut 
streets where a real estate office now 
stands 


IN 1927 THE STORE was moved to its 


present location on South Walnut Street, 
where the two brothers split ownership, 
one opening a dry goods store and the 
other a grocery store in the same build- 
ing 


Later in January of 1946, Mensching 


and his wife took over operation of the 
store, and have done so ever since 


Although be said he did enjoy running 


the business and will most likely miss it 
at times, Mensching admitted it will be 
nice to have a change 


"After 25 years, doing the same thing 


gets to be a grind, so it will be good to 
get a change," he said 


Mensching added he has not as yet 


made specific plans for the future, but 
said he will be looking for some other job 
after the forst of the year Being a Life- 
long resident of Itasca, he said he and 
his wife would not be moving out of the 
community even if he chooses a job else 
where 


HAVING SERVED as Itasca's fire 


cmef for the past 18 years, Mensching 
said be was not sure of how long he 
would be able to remain ait bis post. 


"If I do get another job out of town, we 


will be without a daytime man," he said 
"This may mean we might have to hire 
someone " He added, however, that he 
would definitely be serving as chief until 
Jan 1 


In the past, the grocery store has been 


a receiving center for fire calls, in addi- 
tion to the fire station 


Despite the fact that the store has offi- 


cially closed, Mensching said he will ac- 
tually stay in business until about Jan 1 
to sell the remaining stock 


Once everything has been sold and the 


doors close for good, the community will 
have lost one of its irreplaceable land- 
marks 
which helped make Itasca 


uniquely Itasca.

against Democrat Edward Warman for 
the 13th Congressional District seat va- 
cated by Donald Rumsfeld, he carried 
each of the four Northwest suburban 
townships by better than a 2>/2 to 1 ratio 
and carried Palatine and Elk Grove 
townships by almost a 4 to 1 ratio. 


In each of the mentioned election 


years, the top Republican vote-getters in 
the suburbs — even if they lost state- 
wide — were the candidates for United 
States Senator and congressman. 


Indications are that the pattern in the 


congressional race will be maintained. 
Crane is showing 75-80 per cent of the 
vote in the same area where Smith is 
running so poorly and, although Crane is 
not expected to get that kind of support 
in the eastern townships of the district, 
he probably will lead the Republican 
ticket. 


BUT SMITH seems likely to run at the 


bottom of the ticket and, since he heads 
the Republican ballot, repercussions low- 
er on the ticket may be disastrous for 
other Republican candidates who are 
considered far superior to their Demo- 
cratic opponents. 


If Smith loses, Monday morning quar- 


terbacks will have a field day analysing 
the reasons for the loss. 


Among the reasons certain to be most 


prominent are these; 


—Stevenson's well-known name. 
—Ill feelings toward Smith lingering 


from the March primary election against 
William Rentschler. 


—Reports that Smith got the Senate 


appointment only because he had bowed 
out of the race for governor against 
Richard Ogilvie in 1968. 


— S m i t h ' s advertising campaign 


against Stevenson, considered by many 
to be a smear campaign and degrading 
to the office of senator,. 


—Vice President Agnew, who has ac- 


tively supported Smith but who is shown 
by the latest Harris Poll to be rapidly 
declining in popularity. 


—Smith's performance in the Senate. 


His attendance record is one of the worst 
and he has not participated in any de- 
bate on major issues. 
—Smith's waivering on key issues, such 
as the Haynesworth Supreme Court nom- 
ination, the SupcrSonic Transport and an 
18-year-old vote. 


—President Nixon's policies and the 


state of the economy. 


THE REASONS for the defeat, if it 


happens, probably lies in a combination 
of all of these reasons. 


But what if Smith wins? Although it 


seems unlikely, it is not impossible. 


If he does, the reasons for the victory 


will be easier to explain than the reasons 
for a defeat — even if he has been trail- 
ing SteVenson since the beginning of the 
campaign. 


For one thing, Illinois proved in 1968 


that it is a Republican state. 


The state carried for Nixon, it has a 


Republican governor, two Republican 
senators and the Republicans have the 
majorities in both the Illinois House and 
Illinois Senate. 


So a Smith victory would follow the 


pattern of GOP gains in Illinois. 


Also, Smith is an incumbent and in- 


cumbents, whethre appointed or elected, 
have an edge on challengers. 


And finally, Smith has had the advan- 


tage of several campaign visits by both 
President Nixon and Vice President Ag- 
new. 


Regardless of agreement or dis- 


agreement with their President, Ameri- 
cans still like to see him in person and 
listen to him. 


So it will be easy to explain the out- 


come, regardless of what happens and 
the analysts will be working feverishly, 
even before the ink dries on the tally 
books. 


For an analysis from this corner, wait 


until it's over and then pick the set of 
reasons mentioned earlier in the story. 
That's why what's going to happen to- 
morrow happened, whatever it may be.

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Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat

(A News Analysis) 


Sen Ralph T Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 8 p m tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Timeb — show Smith winning the support 
of fewei than 60 per cent of the voteis in 
thi-a area 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion yeais in the Northwest suburbs 


—In I960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy baiely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de 
featmg Democrat Sidney Yates Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent m most other area townships 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs

Residents of Itasca, who last April felt 


the loss of the old Menschmg's Dry 
Goods store, are once again losing a vil- 
lage landmark This time, it is the Men- 
sching's Grocery Store. 


The store, owned by Elmer Mensching, 


officially closed last month leaving an 
emptiness in both the hearts of many 
residents as well as in the center of 
town. 


According to Mensching, his decision 


to close the business was made after 
members of the family, who jointly own 
the building which housed both the gro- 


ceiy and dry goods stores, decided to 
sell 


DURING ITS LIFETIME, the store 


served most everyone >n Itasca, from the 
vei y young to the very old 


Foi the children, it was a place they 


could go while playing and riding their 
bicycles to stock-up on their supply of 
bubble gum and candy 


To the housewife, it was a place she 


could go not only to buy her week's sup- 
ply of gioceries, but also chat and dis- 
cuss the latest local news at the same 
time 


For the older resident, it was a type of 


haven amid the mass of modern imper- 
sonal chain stores 
Menschmg's was 


within walking distance for many of the 
oldtimers unable to drive, and was also 


one of the few remaining establishments 
to make home deliveries 


The business originally began as a gen- 


eral store in June of 1913, being operated 
jointly by Menschmg's father, Martin, 
and his uncle, Emil. At this time, the 
store was located at Orchard and Walnut 
streets where a real estate office now 
stands 


IN 1927 THE STORE was moved to its 


present location on South Walnut Street, 
where the two brothers split ownership, 
one opening a dry goods store and the 
other a grocery store in the same build- 
ing. 


Later in January of 1946, Mensching 


and his wife took over operation of the 
store, and have done so ever since. 


Although he said be did enjoy running 


the business and will most likely miss it 
at times, Mensching admitted it will be 
nice to have a change 


' After 25 years, doing the same thing 


gets to be a grind, so it will be good to 
get a change," he said 


Mensching added he has not as yet 


made specific plans for the future, but 
said he will be looking for some other job 
after the first of the year Being a life- 
long resident of Itasca, he said he and 
his wife would not be moving out of the 
community even if he chooses a job else- 
where 
/ 


HAVING SERVED as Itasca's fire 


chief for the past 18 years, Mensching 
said he was not sure of how long he 
would be able to remain at his post. 


"If I do get another job out of town, we 


will be without a daytime man," he said 
"This may mean we might have to hue 
someone " He added, however, that he 
would definitely be serving as chief until 
Jan 1 


In the past, the grocery store has been 


a receiving center for fire calls, in addi- 
tion to the fire station 


Despite the fact that the store has offi- 


cially closed, Mensching said he will ac- 
tually stay in business until about Jan 1 
to sell the remaining stock 


Once everything has been sold and the 


doors close for good, the community will 
have lost one of its irreplaceable land- 
in arks 
which helped 
make Itasca

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against Democrat Edward Warman for 
the 13th Congressional District seat va- 
cated by Donald Rumsfeld, he carried 
each of the four Northwest suburban 
townships by better than a 2'/j to 1 ratio 
and carried Palatine and Elk Grove 
townships by almost a 4 to 1 ratio. 


In each of the mentioned election 


years, the top Republican vote-getters in 
the suburbs — even if they lost state- 
wide — were the candidates for United 
States Senator and congressman. 


Indications are that the pattern in the 


congressional race will be maintained. 
Crane is showing 75-80 per cent of the 
vote in the same area where Smith is 
running so poorly and, although Crane is 
not expected to get that kind of support 
in the eastern townships of the district, 
he probably will lead the Republican 
ticket. 


BUT SMITH seems likely to run at the 


bottom of the ticket and, since he heads 
the Republican ballot, repercussions low- 
er on the ticket may be disastrous for 
other Republican candidates who are 
considered far superior to their Demo- 
cratic opponents. 


If Smith loses, Monday morning quar- 


terbacks will have a field day analysing 
the reasons for the loss. 


Among the reasons certain to be most 


prominent are these: 


—Stevenson's well-known name. 
—Ill feelings toward Smith lingering 


from the March primary election against 
William Rentschler. 


—Reports that Smith got the Senate 


appointment only because he had bowed 
out of the race for governor against 
Richard Ogilvie in 1968. 


— S m i t h ' s advertising campaign 


against Stevenson, considered by many 
to be a smear campaign and degrading 
to the office of senator. 


—Vice President Agnew, who has ac- 


tively supported Smith but who is shown 
by the latest Harris Poll to be rapidly 
declining in popularity. 


—Smith's performance in the Senate. 


His attendance record is one of the worst 
and he has not participated in any de- 
bate on major issues. 
—Smith's waivering on key issues, such 
as the Haynesworth Supreme Court nom- 
ination, the SuperSonic Transport and an 
18-year-old vote. 


—President Nixon's policies and the 


state of the economy. 


THE REASONS for the defeat, if it 


happens, probably lies in a combination 
of all of these reasons. 


But what if Smith wins? Although it 


seems unlikely, it is not impossible. 


If he does, the reasons for the victory 


will be easier to explain than the reasons 
for a defeat — even if he has been trail- 
ing Stevenson since the beginning of the 
campaign. 


For one thing, Illinois proved in 1968 


that it is a Republican state. 


The state carried for Nixon, it has a 


Republican governor, two Republican 
senators and the Republicans have the 
majorities in both the Illinois House and 
Illinois Senate. 


So a Smith victory would follow the 


pattern of GOP gains in Illinois. 


Also, Smith is an incumbent and in- 


cumbents, whethre appointed or elected, 
have an edge on challengers. 


And finally, Smith has had the advan- 


tage of several campaign visits by both 
President Nixon and Vice President Ag- 
new. 


Regardless 
of 
agreement 
or dis- 


agreement with their President, Ameri- 
cans still like to see him in person and 
listen to him. 


So it will be easy to explain the out- 


come, regardless of what happens and 
the analysts will be working feverishly, 
even before the ink dries on the tally 
books. 


For an analysis from this corner, wait 


until it's over and then pick the set of 
reasons mentioned earlier in the story. 
That's why what's going to happen to- 
morrow happened, whatever it may be.

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Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat

(A News Analysis) 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s. 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 6 p m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65,70 and 75 per cent of the vote 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than GO per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In I960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs 
Results that year for the five 


Northwest suburban townships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613 


—Wheeling Township, Nixon, 30,229, 


Humphrey, 11,457. 


—Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581. 


—Palatine Township, Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


—Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8587. 


Humphrey, 4,489 


The only township that did not give 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President 
jus* 


missed that figure. 


That same year, in the race for the 


United States Senate, Dirksen was over 
70 per cent in most of the Northwest sub- 
urban townships and lead the GOP ticket 
in the area.

VOLKMAN ALSO talked about the 


fearful problem of pollution, and how it 
was even affecting the weather. 


"But today there is alot of pressure to 


"We're 
trying to cut down on the burning of coal 
by the utility companies, and even the 
large pleasure boats are forced to use 
sanitary facilities rather than dumping 
their waste into the sea." 


'However, Volkman said the pressure 


had to be continued, on industry, commu- 
nities and government, "and we are the 
people who must apply it.

poisonous air away," he said. "No, the 
earth won't die, only civilizations not 
doing the right things will be wiped out." 


Volkman also explained that the scien- 


tist today was actually developing the 
awsome power to control the elements of 
nature. 


"We seeded the hurricane Debra when 


it was over the Atlantic ilast year," he 
said "We changed her shape and dis- 
sipated her power We cut her wind ve- 
locity down by one-third "

A Place To Put Children First Necessity 


by JIM FULLER 


Although the future of education may 


bank on schools without walls and the 
"real world," today "reality" demands a 
place to put the children, and more and 
more people are realizing it. 


Daryl Unnasch, the principal of Full- 


erton School and president of the Addison 
Principal's Association, is able to recog- 
nize the school district's "desperate 
need" of today and the advancing in- 
novations of tomorrow, and comes to 
conclusions about both. 


"There is DO question in my mind that 


we're in desperate need of passing the 
Dec. 5 referendum," he said. "It's essen- 
tial that we find space for these children, 
and I know that people will recognize 
that it has to pass." 


Unnasch also felt that the entire refer- 


endum must pass, the building as well as 
the controversial educational fund, which 
is asking for a raise of 17 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation. 


"We need the buildings," he said, "and 


then we need the money to hire the 
teachers and purchase the hardware that 
go into those buildings,

"There have been cases where commu- 


nities have built the buildings, but then 
had no money to hire additional teachers 
— it can be very wasteful," he ex- 
plained. 


According to Unnasch, a general mood 


in Addison's surrounding suburbs to re- 
ject such things the first time they have 
been responsible for Dist. 4's failure to 
pass the referendum last month 


"BUT I HAVE TALKED to a number 


of people since then, and they see that 
there is no real alternative — we have to 
have some place to put the children," he 
said, confident that the referendum will 
pass in December. 


But Unnasch is just as confident about 


. 


the changes that can be seen on the hori- 
zon. 


When asked what he thought of the dis- 


trict's new field trip policy, 
whereby, 


teachers are allowed to schedule an un- 
limited number of trips subject to the 
approval of their school principal and su- 
perintendent, he replied, "I think it's 
good. 


"The tendency in some educational cir- 


cles today is to do away with school 
buildings," he said "We ought to get 
outside the school walls and into the real 
world." 


As an example, Unnasch offered the 


Metro School in Chicago — a school that 
has no special buildings, but uses the 
city as its classroom, meeting in differ- 
ent places, such as the art museum or 
the public library, on different days. 


Unnasch was also enthusiastic over 


Dist 4's summer school program which 
used the forest preserves as classrooms. 


"This is an ideal way of operating," he 


said, "and it would be great if we could 
use it more during the school year. 
You're right out there and you're team- 
ing — everything has a meaning — it's 


an ideal way of teaching " 


"I think we will eventually get away 


from the concept of four walls and one 
teacher," he said "Children will expeii- 
ence a differentiation of teachers, in- 
cluding master teachers, para-profes- 
sionals and aides, and industry will enter 
the picture to a much greater degree." 


IN GARY, IND., industry is already 


contracting with schools to bring their 
children up to a certain educational level 
by means of specially devised programs, 
which include machines, texts and hard- 
ware — however, should the program 
fail to achieve its goal, it costs the school 
district nothing. 


But Unnasch plans to be equal to the 


changes, and continually prepares him- 
self for the challenging positions of the 
future 


In addition to being principal at Full- 


erton for the last fout years, president of 
the Addison PTA Council, president of 
the Addison Principal's Association, and 
a member of various principal and 
teacher organizations throughout 
the 


state, Unnasch has found time to attend 
night school at Northwestern University 


and work toward his doctorate in educr 
tional administration 


Unnasch obtained his master's degree 


m secondary education at Michigan State 
University in East Lansing Before com 
ing to Addison, he taught for a few year" 
in Pontiac, Mich., and later became a 
math consultant for Elmhurst s schooi 
Dist 46. 


When asked what he thought was the 


most difficult thing about being a princl 
pal, Unnasch thought for a moment, ther 
replied, "It's taking children that ha\o 
severe emotional or psychological piob 
lems, diagnosing the problem, and find 
mg the cure." 


As a principal, Unna&ch tries not 'o 


lose contact with his children "A pnn 
cipal has to be careful not to lose touch 
with what's happening in the class 
room," he said, "and so I still enjox 
teaching a class once m awhile " 


As for the children themselves, Un 


nasch said, "Kids today are presente< 
with so many temptations, and yet so 
many opportunities — it's the most ex- 
citing time to be alive. I wouldn't want to 
live at any other time."

SraiY/i Appears To Be Headed For Defeat

(A News Analysis) 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s. 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 6 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote. 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest'suburbs. 


—In 1960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating''Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Results that year for the five 
Northwest suburban townships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613. 


—Wheeling Township, Nixon, 30,229, 


Humphrey, 11,457. 


—Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581. 


—Palatine Township, Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


—Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8,587." 


Humphrey, 4,489.

The only township that did not give 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President 
just 


missed that figure. 


That same year, in the race for the 


United States Senate, Dirksen was over 
70 per cent in most of the Northwest sub- 
urban townships and lead the GOP ticket 
in the area. 


—In 1969, when Philip Crane

"We've been remiss in establishing the

growth," Carson said. 


THE SPECIAL education class is in 


compliance with a request by the School 
Assoc. for Special Education in DuPage 
County. 


The new class will instruct 12 to 18 


EMH students in grades 1 through 3. The 
students may range in age from 8 to 10-' 
years-old. 


Carson is expecting Duane Heurtz, a 


Southern Illinois graduate in special edu- 
cation, to teach the new class next year. 
He added that Heurtz is well qualified in 
special education techniques and should 
be a valuable •asset to the district.

R a 1 s t o n-Furina officials have re- 


quested rezoning from R-l (residential) 
to M-l (limited manufacturing), to locate 
an industrial subdivision on the site.

If county officials should decide to help 


in the improvement, Nottke said they 
have tentatively agreed to participate on 
a dollar per dollar basis with the village. 


Ralph Wehner, state district planning 


engineer, said the state plans to con- 
struct an interchange for the Elgin- 
O'Hare Expressway near Prospect and 
Thorndale roads. 


When the interchange is constructed, 


he said, the state would improve those 
sections of Prospect within its right-of- 
way, or about 400 feet. 


Nottke commented that Itasca would 


not be the only town using the road. He 
said Addison, Wood Dale and Elk Grove 
Village would also benefit from its im- 
provement.

Pastor Joe Sledge of the First Baptist 


Church in Wood Dale is a firm believer 
in Christ and a soft-seller on religion. 


The 41-year-old southern Illinois native 


doesn't pressure p'eople into joining his 
church; he just relates what God has 
done for him and lets the listeners make 
their own choice. 


"I'm not trying to get people into our 


church primarily but to share with them 
the good news of Jesus Christ and how 
he has helped me," Sledge said. "All I 
can tell anyorte is what r know from my 
experience. 


Sledge recalls his early youth when he 


was sowing more wild oats than saving 
souls. He attributes his change in atti- 
tude to a spiritual fellowship with God. 
He hopes that he can show others what 
God has showed him. 


The Baptist pastor isn't a religion- 


pusher. He doesn't pester reluctant con- 
verts and he doesn't harass potential 
believers with phone calls and im- 
promptu visits, He just speaks his mind 
over a cup of coffee or a handshake. 


"I'm like the fellow who's been saving 


for a home for years and can't make it . 
. . then someone comes along and hands 
him a deed to a house," Sledge said. 
"You want to tell someone about that 
good experience." 


Sledgte finds telling people about Christ 


a difficult task . . . not because he 
doesn't believe in his words but because 
others don't have the time or the interest 
in hearing him. 


"WHEN PEOPLE find out you're a 


minister, they 'think you are trying to 
push a church on them," Sledge said. 
"I'm not. I'm only, trying to share some- 
thing that's good." 


Sledge reStents people who view him as 


a religion-salesman and reject him ac- 
cordingly. He thinks people should bother 
to listen before they turn off their atten- 
tion. 


"A preacher is a human being," the 


pastor said. "Young people turn me off 
because they fell preachers are some- 
thing less than human." 


While young people reject Sledge's reli- 


gious role, they are more deceptive than 
adults to his message. To reach them, 
Sledge has educated himself on what the 
youth are thinking and what interests 
them. 


"I ride a motorcycle and this enables 


me to talk 'to a lot of young people," the 
Baptist affirms. "All people who ride 


. motorcycles arten't bad 'news." 


Breaking down the communication bar- 


rier by doing what the young accept has 
allowed Sledge to reach a segment of to- 
day's society that would have normally 
rejected him. It gives him conversation 
credentials with the young that other 
clergy don't have. 


SLEDGE ADMITS that he couldn't 


have picked a better place to relate his 
personal message and get involved with 
today's issues. 


"I lite Wood Dale because this is 


where the action is," the pastor said. 
"This is where the people are and the 
people in this area are more responsive 
in talking about individual needs from a 
spiritual standpoint." 


The Baptist preacher thinks that sub- 


urban people are too preoccupied with 
working two jobs and obtaining the mate- 
rial goals. He added that too often the 
spiritual needs aite neglected in favor of 
the physical things. 


"A lot of people have their minds 


blinded by all these physical things and 
overlook the most important: personal 
fellowship with God. The greatest need in 
anyone's life is a personal encounter with 
Jesus Christ." 


Sledge has experienced this personal 


encounter with Christ and in bis own

soft-sell approach is trying to get others 
to do the same by believing. 


"Just belonging to a church never fills 


the need in a man's life," Sledge said. 
"He must be conscious of Jesus Christ 
accompanying him daily." 


Pastor Sledge is a silent but effective 


promoter for Christ. He carries Christ's 
message to those who will listen without 
fanfare or intimidation. 


"I'm doing what Christ did," Sledge 


said. "I'm going to the people."

In each of the mentioned election 


years, the top Republican vote-getters in 
the suburbs — even if they lost state- 
wide — were the candidates for United 
States Senator and congressman. 


Indications are that the pattern in the 


congressional race will be maintained. 
Crane is showing 75-80 per cent of the 
vote in the same area where Smith is 
running so poorly and, although Crane is 
not expected to get that kind of support 
in the eastern townships of the district, 
he probably will lead the Republican 
ticket. 


BUT SMITH seems likely to run at the 


bottom of the ticket and, since he heads 
the Republican ballot, repercussions low- 
er on the ticket may be disastrous for 
other Republican candidates who are 
considered far superior to their Demo-, 
cratic opponents. 


If Smith loses, Monday morning quar- 


terbacks will have a field day analysing 
the reasons for the loss. 


Among the reasons certain to be most 


prominent are these: 


—Stevenson's well-known name. 
—Ill feelings toward Smith lingering 


from the March primary election against 
William Rentschler. 


—Reports that Smith got the Senate 


appointment only because he had bowed 
out of the race for governor against 
Richard Ogilvie in 1968. 


— S m i t h ' s advertising campaign 


against Stevenson, considered by many 
to be a smear campaign and degrading 
to the office of senator. 


—Vice President Agnew, who has ac- 


tively supported Smith but who is shown 
by the latest Harris Poll to be rapidly 
declining in popularity.

—Smith's performance in the Senate. 


His attendance record is one of the worst 
and he has not participated in any de- 
bate on major issues. 
—Smith's waivering on key issues, such 
as the Haynesworth Supreme Court nom- 
ination, the SuperSonic Transport and an 
18-year-old vote. 


—President Nixon's policies and the 


state of the economy. 


THE REASONS for the defeat, if it 


happens, probably lies in a combination 
of all of these reasons. 


But what if Smith wins? Although it 


seems unlikely, it is not impossible. 


If he does, the reasons for the victory 


will be easier to explain than the reasons 
for a defeat — even if he has been trail- 
ing Stevenson since the beginning of the 
campaign. 


For one thing, Illinois proved in 1968 


that it is a Republican state. 


The state carried for Nixon, it has a 


Republican 
governor, two Republican 


senators and the Republicans have the 
majorities in both the Illinois House and 
Illinois Senate. 


So a Smith victory would follow the 


pattern of GOP gains in Illinois. 


Also, Smith is an incumbent and in- 


cumbents, whethre appointed or elected, 
have an edge on challengers. 


And finally, Smith has had the advan- 


tage of several campaign visits by both 
President Nixon and Vice President Ag- 
new. 


Regardless 
of 
agreement

agreement with their President, Ameri- 
cans still like to see him in person and 
listen to him. 


So it will be easy to explain the out- 


come, regardless of what happens and 
the analysts will be working feverishly, 
even before the ink dries on the tally 
books. 


For an analysis from this corner, wait 


until it's over and then pick the set of 
reasons mentioned earlier in the story. 
That's why what's going to happen to- 
morrow happened, whatever it may be.

Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat 


by ED MURNANE 
(A News Analysis) 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate In the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950's. 


With fewer than 36 hours until the pools 


are closed at 6 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat - If he does lose - 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing In previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote. 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely can-led Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 


—In 1962, an off-year electron like the 


1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vot in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Parcy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 17966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 pr cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Huoert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Results that year for the five 
Northwest suburban twonships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613. 


— Wheeling Township, Nixon, 30,229 


Humphrey, 11,457. 


— Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581. 


— Palatine Township, Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


— Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8.587. 


Humphrey, 4,489. 


The only township that did not give 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President just 
missed that figure. 


That same year, in the. race for the 


United States Senate, Dirksen was over 
70 per cent in most of the Northwest sub- 
urban townships and lead the GOP ticket 
in the area. 


— In 1969, when Philip Crane ran

At Four Dist. 59 Schools 
Jr. High Drug Use 'Minor' 


The use of drugs in the four Dist. 59 


junior high schools is minimal, accord- 
ing to officials from each school. 


Only a few cases of drug abuse in the 


schools have been found in past years 
and none this year in any of the schools, 
they reported. 


None of the junior high schools have a 


structured drug abuse program, but all 
of them use films and some educational 
material throughout the year to inform 
the youngsters about drugs. 


The junior high schools are Grove and 


Lively in Elk Grove Village, and Demps- 
ter and Holmes in Mount Prospect. They 
receive students from the 16 Dist. 59 ele- 
mentary schools in Elk Grove Village, 
Mount Prospect, Des Plaines, and Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Drugs may soon become an 'even more 


familiar topic in the schools, as nurses 
and educators are learning new ways to 
combat drug abuse. 


ONE SUCH WAY may be the use of 


the teachers' guide, "Teaching About 
Drugs," according to Mrs. Sue Stidger, a 
nurse at Rupley and Clearmont schools. 


Mrs. Stidger and six other Dist. 59 ele- 


mentary school nurses attended the first 


phase of a seminar earlier this month at 
a Cook County Committee on Drug Edu- 
cation, Inc. 


The guide begins with teaching kinder- 


gartners about respect for the human 
body and continues through the 12th 
grade with information on drugs and 
their effects. 


Mrs. Stidger reported on the guide and 


the conference at a "Second Cup of Cof- 
fee" meeting at Rupley School Thursday. 


The 16 parents present showed concern 


and approval of the guide and asked 
what they could do to have it in- 
corporated into the curriculum. Mrs. 
Stidger recommended that parents con- 
tact their principals or school board 
members. 


SHE STRESSED THAT some form of 


drug education should begin at least as 
early as the fourth or fifth grade, and 
especially recommended teaching re- 
spect for the body. 


She said that the two junior high 


schools which receive students from Elk 
GroVe Village, Grove and Lively, report- 
ed they had no knowledge of drug abuse 
in the schools. 


Charles Bassford, principal of Lively 


Junior High School, agreed, saying "I'm 
not aware of anything at this school." 


He added, "I know you always have 


kids that come around with things and 
call them speed pills or whatever, just to 
get attention, but that doesn't even hap- 
pen here to my knowledge." 


He said there were several people in 


the school who were well informed on the 
topic and were capable of handling a 
drug problem if one arose. He named 
Mrs. Jill Barthel, nurse, and James 
Craig, assistant principal. 


MRS. RACHEL MOORE, a nurse at 


Grove Junior High School, 'said, "We 
have not caught up with any problem if 
there is one. We know that the kids are 
knowledgeable about the drug terminolo- 
gy but as yet we have not found any 
drugs in the school." 


Mrs. Moore also said that no students 


had come to her seeking medical aid af- 
ter taking drugs. 


She added that the only instance relat- 


• ing to drugs occurred last year, when the 


administration caught a group of stu- 
dents sniffing glue.

GOP Can't 'Buf It: Adlai 


Adlai Stevenson III, Democratic candi- 


date for the U.S. Senate, Friday night 
told an overflow crowd of more than 300 
in Des Plalnes that the Republicans "will 
not succeed in their attempts to buy this 
election." 


Speaking at a two-hour rally sponsored 


by the Maine Township Regular Demo- 
cratic Organization, Stevenson chided 
President Nixon and Vice President 
Spiro Agnew for their visits to Illinois on 
behalf of Stevenson's 
opponent, Sen. 


Ralph T. Smith. 


"We've seen in this campaign a very 


long parade of Republican officials come 
to Illinois to tell the good people of this 
state how to vote," he told the packed 


crowd at Carpenter's Hall, Oakton and 
White streets. 


"Mr. Nixon has been here, Mr. Agnew 


has been here many times," he said. 
"They've come to support my opponent, 
but they haven't given us one reason 
why." 


"Theyre not going to succeed in their 


attempts to buy this election," Stevenson 
said of the Republicans. "They're not go- 
ing to succeed in their attempts to fool 
the people of Illinois with their smears, 
their half-truths, their insinuations." 


STEVENSON, who was winding up his 


suburban campaign, predicted that the 
Democrats "can win this election. We 
can win in Maine Township," he said. 


In his short speech, Stevenson empha- 


sized economic issues, saying that there 
are 4 'A million persons out of work na- 
tionwide and 135,000 more on welfare in 
Illinois than there were 20 months ago 
when President Nixon took office. 


"We have a recession and inflation, 


too,".he said, "We haven't seen anything 
like it sinec the last time the Republi- 
cans were in power," he said. "We can 
do better, we must do better in the 
Democratic Party."

Bakalis said Republicans have been 


offering "some very simplistic kinds of 
answers to some very complex kinds of 
problems." He also criticized his oppo- 
nent, incumbent Ray Page, saying that 
Page is more concerned about politics 
than education. 


"It's important that we entrust posi- 


tions of leadership in education to people 
who will be concerned about education," 
said Bakalis. 


Referring to Agnew, Scheffres told the 


gathering that "we don't need arrogant, 
egregious alliterators coming in here and 
telling us how to vote."

Jayne's Brother May Offer Reward 


by TOM ROBB 


Silas Jayne, older brother of slain 


horseman George Jayne, told the Herald 
he will meet with lawyers today to work 
out details for a reward offer for infor- 
mation leading to his brother's killer. 


Jayne said, "I really, truly have no 


iron-clad ideas as to wiiy George was 
killed." 


Geroge Jayne, 47, was shot to death 


Wednesday night in his Inverness home 
during a bridge game with his daughter 
Linda, 22, her husband Mickey Wright of 
Chicago. 


Mrs. Jayne, 43, was also playing cards 


at the time the fatal shot cracked 
through a basement window and hit 
George slightly above the heart, 


She has offered a $25,000 reward for 


information leading to the apprehension 
of her husband's killer. 


Jayne was buried Saturday, the same 


day Palatine police were expected to 
question 63-year-old Silas Jayne for the 
second time. 


SILAS SAID neither he nor his brother 


Frank attended the funeral because their 
names were not included on a surviving 
family list printed in a Chicago news- 
paper obituary. 


Silas 
also 
said 
newspapers 
have 


"blown up" the widely publicized and 
long-standing feud he had with his broth- 
er. 


"We made up two years ago at a 


family reunion. We shook hands and that 
was it. There has been no mau'ce be- 
tween us since," Silas said. 


The fond, which spanned a 10-year pe- 


riod, is reputed to have stemmed from a 
bitter business rivalry between the broth- 
ers — both prominent horse dealers and 
stable owners, 


In the last three years, however, 


George has not had a steady income 
from his business, said Silas, who got his 
younger brother started in the business. 


Ever since George sold his 100-acre 


Tri-Color Stables on Algonquin Road to 
Harper College, his $400,000-plus annual 
income began to fluctuate, Silas said. 


"George, like myself and Frank, gam- 


bled frequently. Most people around the 
horse game do and sometimes the stakes 
go high, very high," Silas said. 


ASKED IF gambling could have lead 


to George's death, Silas said, "It's very 
possible, especially if he welched (did 
not pay) on a big bet." 


Silas denied reports that George's 


gambling had crime syndicate con- 
nections. "I'm not saying it's not, but I 
sure don't think this was Mafia or any- 
thing like that." 


Silas said he planned to meet with po- 


lice again this weekend for further ques- 
tioning. 


Robert Centner, Palatine police chief, 


said he was assisted by Lt. Frank Ortiz 
and an IBI agent the first time they 
questioned 
the two surviving 
Jayne 


brothers for two hours Friday night in 
Silas' secluded estate near Elgin. 


He said the brothers said they knew 


nothing about the killing and were both 
home with their families on the night of 
the shooting. 


This was the first time Silas or Frank 


Jayne had been called for questioning, 
and they were cooperative in their re- 
sponse, Centner said. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the family, in- 


cluding George's six sisters, and former 
business associates also have been ques- 
tioned. 


A l l h a v e agreed 
to take lie 


tests. Although results from a polygraph 
are not submissible evidence in court, 
"they are a great investigative help to 
police," Centner said. 


Centner said there are no suspects in 


the case and that police are Mowing up 
leads to two clues: a ,30-caliber bullet 
taken from Jayne's body and reports of 
strange cars seen cruising the 1918 Ban- 
bury home on the night Jayne was killed. 


Centner said *e slug was fired from a 


high-powered 
rifle and that several 


neghbors reported hearing the shot. 


He also received reports from neigh- 


bors who said they saw a red, late-model 


Oldsmobile with a black top parked near 
Jayne's $100,000 hilltop estate. 


Police have found tire tracks east of 


the Jayne home on Tweed Street as well 
as footprints by the window well at the 
northeast corner of Jayne's home. Plas- 
ter casts of both tracks have been made 
and sent to the state crime lab in Joliet. 


Police said they are also checking the 


background of events and people con- 
nected with George Jayne. 


IN THE LAST few years, events sur- 


rounding but never officially linked to 
the celebrated Jayne brother feud have 
included two deaths and several at- 
tempts on the lives of both brothers. 


In 1965 Cheri Hude, a 22-year-old em- 


ploye of George's Tri-Color Stables was 
killed .when a bomb exploded in George's 
car. 


George charged Silas Jayne with solic- 


itation to kill him. Silas was charged 
with murder, but cleared for lack of evi- 
dence in 1968. 


The following year Silas shot and killed 


a man who, Silas said, attempted to kill 
him one evening at his Kane County 
ranch. 


A note found in the dead man's pocket 


contained the name and address of 
George Jayne and a detailed map to 
Silas' house. The man was identified as a 
bodyguard to George Jayne.

Church in Worxl Dale is a firm believer 
in Christ and a soft-seller on religion 


The -H-year-old southern IllinoU native 


doesn't pressure people into joining his 
church: lie just relates what God has 
done for him and lets the listeners make 
their oun choice. 


"I'm not trying to gct people into our 


church prinianh but to share with them 
the good news of Jesus Christ and how 
he ha.-, helped mo." Sledge said. "All I 
can tell anyorfe ii what I know from my 
cxpcnonce. 


Sledce recalls his early youth when he 


was sowing more wild oats than saving 
M>nls He attributes his change in atti- 
tude to a spiritual fellowship with God. 
He hopes that he can show others what 
God has shower) him. 


The Baptist pastor isn't a religion- 


pusher. He doesn't pester reluctant con- 
verts and he doesn't harass potential 
believers 
with 
phone calls 
and 
im- 


ptomptu visits. He ju^t speaks his mind 
o\er a cup of coffee 01 a handshake. 


"I'm like the fellow who's been saving 


for a home for years and can't make it . 
. . then someone comes along and hands 
him a deed to a house." Sledge said. 
"You want to tell someone about that 
good experience." 


Sledg'e finds telling people about Christ 


a difficult task . . . not because he 
doesn't believe in his words but because 
others don't have the time or the interest 
in hearing him. 


"WIIKN PEOPLE find out you're a 


minister, they think you are trying to 
push a church on them," Sledge said. 
"I'm not. I'm only trying to shave some- 
thing that's good." 


Sledge res'ents people who view him as 


a icligion-salesman and reject him ac- 
cordingly. He thinks people should bother 
to listen before they turn off their atten- 
tion. 


"A preacher is a human being," the 


pastor said. "Young people turn me off 
because they fell preacheis are some- 
thing less than human." 


While young people reject Sledge's reli- 


gious tole, they are more receptive than 


adults to his message. To reach them, 
Sledge has educated himselt on what the 
youth are thinking and what interests 
them 


"I ride a motorcycle and this enables 


me to talk to a lot of young people." the 
Baptist affirms. "All people who ride 
motot cycles ar'en't bad'news " 


Breaking down the communication bar- 


rier by doing what the young accept has 
allowed Sledge to reach a. segment of to- 
day's society that would have normally 
rejected him. It gives him conversation 
credentials with the young that other 
clergy don't have. 


SLEDGE ADMITS that he couldn't 


have picked a better place to relate his 
personal message and get involved with 
today's issues 


"I lik'e Wood Dale because this is 


where the action is," the pastor said. 
"This is wheie the people are and the 
people in this area are more responsive 
in talking about individual needs from a 
spiritual standpoint." 


The Baptist preacher thinks that sub- 


urban people are too preoccupied with 


working two jobs and obtaining the mate- 
rial goals. He added that too often the 
spiritual needs are neglected in favor of 
the physical things. 


"A lot of people have their minds 


blinded by all these physical things and 
overlook the most important, personal 
fellowship with God. The greatest need in 
anyone's life is a personal encounter with 
Jesus Christ." 


Sledge has experienced this personal 


encounter with Christ and in his own 
soft-sell approach is trying to get others 
to do the same by believing 


"Just belonging to a church never fills 


the need in a man's life," Sl^je said. 
"He must be conscious of .K-^as Christ 
accompanying him daily " 


Pastor Sledge is a silent but effective 


promoter for Christ. He carries Christ's 
message to those who will listen without 
fanfare or intimidation. 


"I'm doing what Christ did," Sledge

ted down n few key races and significant 
situations to watch for. 


Maine — The old adage "as Maine

body will demand a recount. 


Past recounts have turned up as many

Mary Hutchings, who lives in Mount 


Prospect, has handled various odds and 
ends during the past two weeks and also 
did most of the tedious on-the-street pol- 
ling that resulted in the Herald straw 
poll. 


Her comments should prove inter- 


esting. 


Following a brief recess while I'm on 


special assignment (or junkett, call it 
what you like) to Florida and Washing- 
ton, B.C., this column will resume with a 
different name. 


We've tried to be fair to both parties 


and to all candidates in this column. 
We've looked for small newsworthy 
items that would be of interest to the 
voters and we've taken some potshots at 
the politicians. 


This has been a long campaign. It be- 


gan 14 months ago when Sen. Everett 
Dirksen died and as the voters prepare 
to declare the winners, here are my 
choices in the key races. 


—For the United States Senate. Adlai 


E. Stevenson. I've taken a lot of potshots 
at Sen. Ralph Smith in recent weeks and 
I think each has been justified. How 
people could support a man who has per- 
formed so miserably in the last year is a 
disturbing question and it concerns me. 


Whether you agree with. Stevenson or 


not, and I don't agree with him on many 
things, at least he has proved himself to 
be a responsible public official who car- 
ries out the duties of the office. Smith, 
who rarely shows up in the Senate, can- 
not say the same'and I find it difficult to 
think Illinois would be well represented 
by him. 


—For state superintendent of public in- 


struction. Michael J. Bakalis. Bakalis, I 
feel, is the most qualified candidate run- 
ning for any office in Illinois this year. 
He is an educator, not a politician, and 
' has proposed fresh new ideas for the of- 
fice. 


—For treasurer. I'll toss a coin. Both 


Alan Dixon and Edmund Kucharski are 
well qualified and both would do a good 
job. 


—For congressman in the 13th District. 


Philip M. Crane. I support Crane for 
many of the same reasons I support Ste- 
venson and cannot support Smith. Crane 
has been a hard worker, attending ses- 
sions and committee meetings, and he 
has not given any indication that he is 
anything other than a conservative Re- 
publidan who stands for economy. 


As with Stevenson, I cannot agree with 


him on every issue but when you dis- 
agree with Crane, he can make his own 
argument sound very strong because he 
argues on fact, not emotion or fear. My 
only disappointment with Crane recently 
has been his all-out support for Smith. I 
have a feeling Crane himself agrees that 
Smith is no bargain. 


—For Cook County offices. Except in 


the president's race, in which Joseph 
Woods scares me, I prefer the Republi- 
cans right down the line, And I'm con- 
cerned, as Wendell Jones put it Friday, 
that a Stevenson victory could send coun- 
ty Republicans to defeat. That would be 
unfortunate and it points out the impor- 
tance of not voting a straight ticket. 


I personally think the county ticket, 


with the exception of Woods, is as good a 
ticket as either party could have pre- 
sented. I don't know who to vole for in 
the president's race and I might sit it out 
and just regret the results, regardless of 
who wins.

Will Republicans Gain 
Control Of Congress? 


By RICHARD PUTNAM PRATT 


Now that the frost is on the pumpkin, 


It's time to get interested again in that 
(ire in the furnace. 


Unfortunately, modern heating sys- 


tems operate too simply for the good of 
their owners. A gas-fired, high-efficiency 
boiler, for example, when equipped with 
a pilot light and thermostat, simply shuts 
Itself off In the spring and turns on again 
in the fall. 


The owner can easily lull himself into 


the belief that he has purchased a per- 
petual-motion machine that will go on 
forever, 


If he allows himself to be thus beguiled 


Into a state of inaction, however, it's 
liable to be an expensive vacation. No 
appliance will remain in perfect oper- 
ating condition for long if it is not regu- 
larly cleaned and adjusted. 


The gas-fired boiler is a good example. 


It uses either manufactured or natural 
gas which must be mixed with oxygen to 
burn properly. The gas must come 
through a tiny orifice, while the oxygen 
comes through a port controlled by a 
shutter. 


Let 
this 
orifice 
become partially 


clogged, or the shutter slip, and the re- 
sult Is an incorrect mixture. 


UNFORTUNATELY, an incorrect mix- 


ture will burn, after a fashion. But it 
probably won't produce sufficient heat, 
and it will almost certainly cost more 
money than it should. 


Oil burners are even more prone to 


maladjustment, if only because there are 
more things to go wrong. Lines, pumps, 
screens and nozzles are all subject to 
clogging. Annual cleanings arc essential 


Here again, the amount of heat you 


will get for your money is controlled by 
how finely the combustion mechanism is 
tuned, and that's a job for an expert 


Ideally, all this kind of work should 


have been done last summer Public util- 
ities will sometimes clean and adjust 
free in the summer, but levy a charge 
for the same kind of work done after the 
heating season begins. 


But don't let that make you put it off. 


You are still in the earliest stages of the 
heating season Money spent now to cor- 
rect inefficient heating plants will pay a 
dividend in fuel savings for at least six 
months. 


ONE OTHER job you probably meant 


to do last summer can alno cut heating 
costs. That's the weather-stripping of 
doors and windows. 


Somebody once estimated that the 


little chinks and cracks in a typical 
house would equal an opening the size of 
a small window if they were all added 
together. Anyone who has lived in an old- 
er house will have little trouble believing 
that. 


But even new homes have gaps that 


contribute to heat loss. The most obvious 
ones are usually around outer doors, par- 
ticularly at the bottoms. As little as one- 
eighth of an inch crack there, multiplied 
by the three-foot width of the door, be- 
comes a hole 4'/4 inches squaie. That's 
enough to let in quite a breeze 


Weatherstripping is cheap and not too 


demanding a job. So snoop around the 
edges of your doors and windows. When- 
ever you feel a breeze on your cheek, 
you'll know that's a place where a piece 
of stripping will save you money

EDITOR'S NOTE: No president in re- 


cent times, until Richard Nixon, has 
come into office with both houses of Con- 
gress in control of the opposition par- 
ty. Tomorrow's national elections — for 
435 House seats in 50 states and 35 Sen- 
ate seats in 35 states — provide the op- 
portunity for a change. In this dispatch, 
a veteran political writer explains Nix- 
on's stake in the outcome.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - There must 


have been times during the past 20 
months when Richard Nixon really 
a p p r e c i a t e d what Tomas Jefferson 
meant when he called the presidency a 
"splendid agony.'" 


On Nov. 5, 1968, Nixon grasped the 


triumph that was snatched from him 
eight years before. He had returned from 
the political grave; he had made the 
comeback of the century. 


But there was a faint taste of ashes in 


that victory, and there have been times 
since when the seasoning seemed to 
overpower the main dish 


For a man of Nixon's political acumen, 


the defeats he had to accept in the White 
House must have come as no surprise. 
He could see them in the returns of the 
same election that made him presi- 
dent. 


First, he won without the popular 


"mandate" elected officials like to cite 
when they need support. 


Second, Nixon established a record in 


victory that no president-elect would 
wish for. He was the first man in the 
present two-party era to enter the presi- 
dency with the opposition party in 
control 
of Congress. 


With those liabilities, Nixon faced a 


country in which antiwar demonstrators 
were swarming to the gates of the Wh.te 
House, the black ghettos had burned and 
were threatening to explode again, and 
crime of 
every 
description 
was 


skyrocketing. He was succeeding a man 
who four years earlier had been given 
the biggest election victory in U S. his- 
tory and at the end of his term scarcely 
dared appear in public 


Nixon's first nomination for the Su- 


preme Court breezed through the Senate, 
but his second appointment was re- 
jected—the first time in decades a high 


court nomination had been killed by the 
Senate. Then, in a backhand return of 
the first stinging slap, Nixon's second 
nominee for the vacancy also was re- 
jected. His third choice made it, but the 
stain on the President's prestige was in- 
delible. 


It wasn't just the Senate that made life 


miserable for Nixon. For the first time 
since the 1950's, two-thirds majorities 
were mustered in both Senate and House 
to override not one, but two, presidential 
vetoes: A hospital construction bill and a 
school aid appropriation. 


One or the other of the two houses also 


strayed off the reservation on Nixon's 
proposed manpower reform bill, his col- 
lege aid legislation and his requests for 
new voting rights legislation. And 
it 
wasn't simply a revolt of the liber- 


als — conservatives had a hand as well 
in stalling the President's pioneering 
welfare reform and federal-state revenue 
sharing bills. 


Nixon, of course, had some notable 


congressional victories — his supporters 
carried the day with the administration's 
antiballistic missile legislation, stopped 
efforts to limit the President's war- 
making powers and after a long delay, 
passed most of the ahticrime bills he 
asked for. 


But by any standard of measurement, 


Nixon has had more trouble from Con- 
gress in his first two years than any re- 
cent 
President. 
And 
he obviously 


would like to do something 
about 


it—namely elect enough Republicans this 
year to control both House and Senate. 


The arithmetic is this: Seven more 


seats would put the Republicans into con- 


trol of the Senate; 29 would turn over the 
House. On paper, it seems possible, 
es- 


pecially 
if 
the traditional loss of con- 


gresssional seats by the presidential par- 
ty in mid-term elections is not as potent 
as in the past. 


In the last few months, Vice President 


Agnew has been trying to help win those 
needed congressional seats for the Re- 
publicans (although his "Christine Jor- 
gensen" crack about liberal Sen. Charles 
E. Goodell, R-N Y , horrified some party 
professionals who cherish every GOP 
vote, whatever its idiology). 


Nixon himself began campaigning in 


the final weeks before the election, most- 
ly in states where Republican pickups 
seemed most likely. In this, the Presi- 
dent had to be careful: Since Franklin D. 
Roosevelt set out to purge anti-New Deal 
Democrats in 1938 (with some disastrous 
results for FDR's political prestige), 
presidential forays into 
congressional 


politics have been closedly scored. 


But even the risk of backing some los- 


ers is worth it to Nixon. It has become 
perfectly clear, as he might say, that 
Nixon cannot carry out his program 
for 
the 
country without more help in 


Congress. 


Nixon 
has 
one 
problem seeking 


congressional support that did not hinder 
the last Republican President. When 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was in the White 
House he got help on conservative issues 
from Southern Democrats, who formed a 
powerful coalition with Northern Re- 
publicans to roll over the liberals. Eisen- 
hower, of course, did not seek the defeat 
of those Democrats.

For Year-Round Schools 


"SomeY/lfcre along the line, we have 


made a mistake by making youth a 
serious business." 


Those were the words Don Chaso, pres- 


ident of the Illinois Jr. High School Prin- 
cipals, used in criticizing today's teach- 
ers. 


Chase, principal of Glen Ellyn Jr. High 


School, was speaking to a predominantly 
teacher-filled classroom Friday during 
multi-district institute held at Blackhawk 
Jr. High In Bcnscnvillc. 


More critical of inactive teachers than 


active students, Chase was highly-critical 
of today's teadfers who failed to stimu- 
late student minds am) interests. He 
added that youth need to be motivated 


by teachers and to do this classrooms 
must be made "alive." 


"Get the kids involved," Chase said. 


"Let them learn by doing — by their own 
experiences." 


CHASE SAID THAT a stimulating 


teacher was the most important part in 
education. New buildings, books and 
teacher methods meant nothing unless 
teachers could communicate with th'e 
young. 


"We iiave to listen to kids and give 


them an opportunity to express them- 
selves," Chase said. "A good teacher 
must have common sense and faith in 
today's kids." 
, 


Chase urged teachers to get away from 


the strict, routine class schedule and 
"humanize" the schools. He indicated 
that teachers must starch for new ap- 
proaches to interest their students. 


"I don't think salaries should super- 


cede kids," the principal 
charged. 


"Teachers talk about kids striking to get 
what they want — why shouldn't they, 
we do." 


Chase blamed student activism on 


educational shortcomings highlighted by 
inadequate teachers who fail to arouse 
the mental capabilities of their students. 


"Youth nowadays has become adul 


hood ou a smaller scale," Chase said. 
"But it's the man up front that makes 
th'e difference."

Page said he obtained a Federal grant 


to train teachers about drugs, and Bak- 
alis believes that the state should recom- 
mend a matching grant for a $200,000 
Federal program for drug education. 


Commenting on teacher strikes, Page 


says he doesn't support the right to 
strike but is "opposed to militant school 
boards as much as I am to militant 
teachers " He said the legislature must 
face the need next year for a profes- 
sional negotiating bill.

West will probably open a trump 
but no lead except a spade will make 
much difference in the result. South 
should go after the clubs. Eventually, he 
will trump dummy's third club to set the 
last two clubs up for discards and will 
wind up losing just four tricks. Against a 
spade lead, he will do one trick better." 


Jim: "All this shows the value of find- 


ing a four-four major-suit fit in the early 
stages of the bidding."

Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat

Sen Ralph T Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate In the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 6 p m tomorrow, Smith ap 
pears to be a definite loser m his race to 
keep the United States Senate scat he 
was, appointed to last year 


And Smith s defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs 


—In 1960, when the late John F Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs Nixon s percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates Wheel 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4 1 mar- 
gin 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re 


publican record, Sen Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most

—In 1966, another off-year election,

"Instructor will use the chute for a 


full two week program,' Cook said 


The program can be extended slightly 


longer, but each group should use the 
parachute for only a couple weeks a 
year If it's used too regularly, the chil 
dren will tire of it, Cook said 


He sees the parachutes being used by 


students each year through sixth grade 
and possibly into high school 


COOK SAID THE idea came to him 


from Sherel Andrews, a teacher who 
came to him from Ohio where parachute 
exercises have been used in the past 


"We first used it at a teacher's in- 


stitute," he said "It made a very inter- 
esting program out of sessions that are 
often pretty dull" 


"The old throw-out-the-baH days of 


physical education are gone," Cook 
added

at only one place where a policeman di- 
rects traffic 


"I thank the police chief has an idea we 


might consider about the fencing," Mrs 
Carolyn Mulhns, board member, said 


"I'd like to see how the cost of in 


stalling sidewalks would compare with 
the long term cost of busing," Alexander 
Langsdorf said 
Langsdorf added he

Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat 


by ED MURNANE 
(A News Analysis) 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s. 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


arc closed at 6 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote. 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs, 


—In I960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the'presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Results that year for the five 
Northwest suburban townships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613. 


—Wheeling Township, Nixon, 30,229, 


Humphrey, 11,457. 


—Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581. 


—Palatine Township, Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


—Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8,587. 


Humphrey, 4,489. 


The only township that did not give 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President 
just 


missed that figure. 


That same year, in the race for the 


United States Senate, Dirksen was over 
70 per cent in most of the Northwest sub- 
urban townships and lead the GOP ticket 
in the area. 


—In 1969, when Philip Crane 
ran

Smith, Adlai Go To Wire 


A 14-month fight between Sen. Ralph 


T. Smith and Adlai E. Stevenson will end 
at 6 p.m. tomorrow when Illinois polling 
places close. 


Within a few hours after that, Illinois 


voters will know who is going to sit in 
the chair held for years by the late Sen. 
Everett M. Dirksen. 


The term of office is four years be- 


cause Dirksen was elected in 1968 and 
served almost a full year of the six-year 
term. Smith was appointed to the vacan- 
cy in September, 1969. 


But even with the high interest in the 


Senate race, Northwest suburban voters 
will have their eyes'on a handful of other 
matches on the long ballot.

High School Is A 'Training Ground9 


Two Wheeling High School seniors told 


studens at Holmes Junior High School in 
Wheeling Friday morning that learning 
to get along in high school is going to 
help them later to live within the laws of 
society. 


Louie Rofano and Pat Gainey talked to 


more than 400 seventh and eighth gra- 
ders at Holmes and performed several 
current popular songs to illustrate their 
point — thatit is up to each individual to 


decide what he's going to do with his life. 


Going to high school next year, "is a 


big deal. It's a big change. You're kind 
of confined here, and everybody's watch- 
ing you. In high school you have a lot 
more responsibility and many more 
chances to get in trouble," Louie told the 
younger students. 


The two WHS seniors spoke and an- 


swered questions at Holmes as a con- 
clusion to the Dist. 21 "Justice Under the 


Law" week program in that school. 


"Some make it, some don't and some 


don't even try. Those are the kids we're 
here to talk to," Louie said, "the ones 
that don't even try." 


P R E A C H I N G A sermon of "in- 


volvement" in the various activities of- 
fered at WHS, he talked about the kids 
who are "too cool" to participate in any- 
thing: "You're closing yourself off from 
something that can help you, but then 


FROM THE BOYS there also were some pretty unusual 
costumes, such as this pretty little girl outfit-worn by 
Tony Russo of Wheeling. His mother, Mrs. James Russo 


of Wheeling, was at the Wheeling Jaycees party to 
watch over her son — or was that daughter .?, 


maybe you think it's better to 'be cool' 
by smoking on a street corner," he said. 


"Look around you, look at 
your 


friends. Each of you plays a different 
role. But you have to be yourself. 


"There's the guy dragging on a ciga- 


rette, wearing a black leather jacket 
with his pants on backwards. He's proj- 
ecting a tough image, he doesn't smile, 
and he doesn't study. But that's not him, 
that's a role he's playing." 


The dangers of some of these roles, 


pointed out Louie was that a person 
"won't know who he really is once he 
leaves school for the adult world." 


"Before you're 21, even younger for 


some, some of you are going to be dope 
addicts, some may even be criminals." 
To avert this, "This just might be a good 
time to decide what you're going to do 
with your life," Pat told the students. 


TALKING 
ABOUT DRINKING and 


drug use, Louie asked the Holmes stu- 
dents to imagine they were sitting in the 
cafeteria at the high school when one of 
their friends invited them to a party 
where there would be beer and mari- 
juana. 


" 'A little pot,' 'Get it on,' 'light my 


fire' — those really sound cool, so you go 
out and smoke that dope. This isn't some 
strange kid pushing dope on the street, 
this is your friend. 


"So you have to make the decision 


whether he's really your friend or not." 


Louie reminded the kinds of the cliche 


saying "misery loves company." 


. "If a guy's really hung up on drugs hi- 
wants somebody with him; he doesn'' 
want to be alone . . . And he'll drag you 
down 'til you're as bad as he is," Louie 
said. 


"It's up to you. but remember you've 


got to take the consequences," he said. 


He told the Holmes students that it's 


against the law to drink or take dope and 
that if they get caught they will be taken 
to the police station and the police will 
call their parents to pick them up. "And 
then you have to face your parents," he 
said. 


"Even if you're the loneliest person in 


the world, drugs won't solve it," Pat 
said. He said the kids should sit alone 
and think things out. 


"You hear people say 'I can think . 


when I'm on dope.' How can you think 
when you're so messed up that you walk 
into walls?" Louie asked. 


Then the two seniors performed a song 


by Johnny Cash, called "The Cocaine 
Blues." They urged the students to lister 
to the words of the song about a drug 
addict who winds up in prison. They tolr 
the students that Cash "has been there 
and back." 


"Never go that road. That's my advice 


to you," Louie told the seventh and 
eighth graders.

Much of their case centered 
around their contention that the special 
use permit issued for the tank to the 
company by the Cook County Zoning 
Board of Appeals is null and void, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Jessica Bernstein, one of 
the group's leaders. 


In addition the homeowners claim the 


utility company did not comply with the 
requirements in its special use permit. 
The permit states the tank will be 50 feet 
in diameter and hold 300,000 gallons. The 


tank, now under construction, is 75 feet 
in diameter and was slated to be 32 feet 
high and hold one million gallons of wa- 
ter. 


CONCERNING THE setback require- 


ment, the utility company claims it did 
not violate it because the front of the 
tank is on Old Willow Road and not Lee 
Street. The distance from the tank to Old 
Willow Road is greater than to Lee 
Street. 


After hearing testimoney from the util- 


ity company, TAP and the state's attor- 
ney, Judge Nathan Cohen proposed that 
the parties enter into an agreement rath- 
er than have him make a ruling.

added Cohen. The tank is now 16 feet 
high, so the utility company only needs 
to add four feet to the side wall plus a 
dome."

company agreed to accept the judge's 
recommendation.

"We made up two years ago .it a 


family reunion We shook hands and that 
was It.

bitter business rivalry between the broth- 
ers — both prominent horse dealers and 
stable owners. 


In the last three years, however, 


George has not had a steady income 
from his business, said Silas, who got his 
younger brother started in the business. 


Ever since George sold his 100-acre 


Tri-Color Stables on Algonquin Road to 
Harper College, his $400,000-plus annual 
income began to fluctuate, Silas said. 


"George, like myself and Frank, gam- 


bled frequently. Most people around the 
horse game do and sometimes the stakes 
go high, very high," Silas said. 


ASKED IF gambling could have lead 


to George's death. Silas said, "It's very 
possible, especially if he welched (did 
not pay) on a big bet." 


Silas denied reports

included two deaths and several at- 
tempts on the lives of both brothers. 


In 1965 Cheri Rude, a 22-year-old em- 


ploye of George's Tri-Color Stables was 
killed when a bomb exploded in George's 
car. 


George charged Silas Jayne with solic- 


itation to kill him. Silas was charged 
with murder, but cleared for lack of evi- 
dence in 1968. 


The following year Silas shot and killed

A note found in the dead man's pocket 


contained the name and address of 
George Jayne and a detailed map to 
Silas' house.

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Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat

(A News Analysis) 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
tlie population boom began in the 1950s. 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 6 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals' 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote. 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning th£ support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Results that -year for the five 
Northwest suburban townships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613. 


—Wheeling Township, Nixon, 30,229, 


Humphrey, 11,457. 


—Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581. 


—Palatine Township, Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


—Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8,587, 


Humphrey, 4,489. 


The only township that did not give 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President just 
missed that figure. 


That same year, in the race for the

"Look around you, look at your 


friends. Each of you plays a different 
role. But you have to be yourself. 


"There's the guy dragging on a ciga- 


rette, wearing a black leather jacket 
with his pants on backwards. He's proj- 
ecting a tough image, he doesn't smile, 
and he doesn't study. But that's not him, 
that's a role he's playing." 


The dangers of some of these roles, 


pointed out Louie was that a person 
"won't know who he really is once he 
leaves school for the adult world." 


"Before you're 21, even younger for 


some, some of you are going to be dope 
addicts, some may even be criminals." 
To avert this, "This just might be a good 
time to decide what you're going to do 
with your life," Pat told the students. 


TALKING ABOUT DRINKING and 


drug use, Louie asked the Holmes stu- 
dents to imagine they were sitting in the 
cafeteria at the high school when one of 
their friends invited them to a party 
where there would be beer and mari- 
juana. 


" 'A little pot,' 'Get it on,' 'light my 


fire' — those really sound cool, so you go 
out and smoke that dope. This isn't some 


strange kid pushing dope on the street, 
this is your friend. 


"So you have to make the decision 


whether he's really your friend or not." 


Louie reminded the kinds of the cliche 


saying "misery loves company."

How can you think 
when you're so messed up that you walk 
into walls?" Louie asked. 


Then the two seniors perforrried a song 


by Johnny Cash, called "The Cocaine 
Blues." They urged the students to listen 
to the words of the song about a drug 
addict who winds'up in prison. They told 
the students that Cash "has been there 
and back."

"Never go that road. That's my advice 


to you," .Louie told the seventh and 
eighth graders. 


Sale Of Utility 
Company Is 
Seen Tonight 


The purchase of the Buffalo Utility Co. 


by the Village o£ Buffalo Grove will prob- 
ably be completed tonight, according to 
village officials. The sale ends several 
years of negotiations and bond sale ef- 
forts connected with the purchase. 


Richard Raysa, village attorney said 


he is "very optimistic" that the final 
t r a n s a c t i o n s will be completed at 
tonight's meeting. Raysa spent most of 
Friday negotiating with utility officials to 
finalize the legal details. 


"The transfer of deeds should take 


place and as of Monday the village will 
own the utility," he said. 


Midwest Securities Corp. of Chicago 


will purchase all of $4 million in bonds 
issued. The village will use the money 
from the bonds to buy the utility and 
make improvements. Under the agree- 
ment with Midwest Securities, the inter- 
est rate on 'the bonds will be 7 per cent, 
the legal maximum. However through a 
refund and reissue process, the village 
will receive only S3.68 million. It will owe 
$4 million plus interest which, in effect 
gives the bond company an 8 per cent 
commission. The village had turned 
down the same offer in April by the firm. 


UNDER THE AGREEMENT with the 


utility, the village will pay $1.35 million 
for utility company facilities as they ex- 


ist and spend the rest of the money for 
improvements on the system. Among 
those improvements is the sewer being 
installed along Arlington Heights Road, 
south of Dundee Road to serve the Mill 
Creek development and additional devel- 
opments in the southwest part of the vil- 
lage. Miller Builders, developers of Mill 
Creek began construction on the sewer 
under a previous agreement with the vil- 
lage. 


An ordinance authorizing the sale of 


the bonds was passed by the village 
board after a purchase price was agreed 
upon by the utility in August 1968. Fol- 
lowing passage of the ordinance, the first 


1 offer to buy the bonds was made in early 


1969. However the offer was withdrawn 
before it was completed. The next offer 
came last November. Those negotiations 
fell through, as did a third offer in April 
of this year by Midwest securities. 


An unstable bond market and the fact 


that Buffalo Grove bonds carry a poor 
rating have made them difficult to sell, 
according to village officials. The bonds 
had the poor rating because it is the first 
major revenue bond issue for the village. 


No voter referendum was required on 


the bond issue because the revenue from 
the water and sewer system will be used 
to pay off the debt and interest.

Residents Accept CU Tank Changes 


A group of Prospect Heights residents 


and representatives of the Citizens Utili- 
ty Co. have entered into a "consent 
agreement" after six days of testimony 
in a hearing in the Cook County Circuit 
Court. 


The hearing was held to review a suit 


filed by the utility company against the 
county. The utility company filed the suit 
in an effort to revoke a "stop work" or- 
der issued by the Cook County Building 
Department for construction of a water 
tank in Prospect Heights. 


The agreement calls for a reduction in

The group, called "Taxes and 
Promises," was formed last spring, six 
weeks after the utility compan ybegan 
pouring a concrete foundation for the 
tank. 


The homeowners protested construc- 


tion of the tank because they believed it 
was a "blight and hazard" to the neigh- 
borhood. Much of their case centered 
around their contention that the special 
use permit issued for the tank to the 
company by the Cook County Zoning 
Board of Appeals is null and void, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Jessica Bornstein, one of 
the group's leaders. 


In addition the homeowners claim the 


utility company did not comply with the 
requirements in its special use permit. 
The permit states the tank will be 50 feet 
in diameter and hold 300,000 gallons. The 


tank, now under construction, is 75 feet 
in diameter and was slated to be 32 feet 
high and hold one million gallons of wa- 
ter. 


CONCERNING THE setback require- 


ment, the utility company claims it did 
not violate it because the front of the 
tank is on Old Willow Road and not Lee 
Street. The distance from the tank to Old 
Willow Road is greater than to Lee 
Street. 


After hearing testimoney from the util- 


ity company, TAP and the state's attor- 
ney, Judge Nathan Cohen proposed that 
the parties enter into an agreement rath- 
er than have him make a ruling. 


Cohen suggested that the agreement

Cohen said his proposal was made in 


sympathy with both parties: "It is clear 
to me that CU is guilty of a violation in 
the size of the tank. And I recognize the 
need for water (as testified by the utility 
company.) But I am not overly con- 
cerned with the setback of the tank." 


BOTH THE PROSPECT Heights group 


and the state's attorney accepted the 
judge's recommendation and rested their 
cases. However the utility company re- 
fused at first on the grounds that the 
tank should hold -at least 750,000 gallons 
of water (inferring that it couldn't if only 
twenty feet high.) 


''It looks to me like what you will have 


here is an appeal. I can't find for you 
(rule in your favor), I just can't," said 
Cohen. 


"Adjusting the height of the tank will 


amount to about one twenty-fifth of what 
it would cost you to move the tank," 
added Cohen. The tank is now 16 feet 
high, so the utility company only needs 
to add four feet to the side wall plus a 
dome." 


After further deliberation, the utility 


company agreed to accept the judge's 
recommendation. Once all of the parties 
involved agreed to the settlement, it took 
the form of a court decree. The court 
will have jurisdiction over the settlement 


and the responsibility to see that it is 
carried out.

decree also states that all parties must 
waive the right of appealing the case.

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Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat

(A News Analysis) 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s. 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 6 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote. 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs 
Results that year for the five 


Northwest suburban townships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613. 


—Wheeling Township, Nixon, 30,229, 


Humphrey, 11,457. 


—Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581. 


—Palatine Township, Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


—Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8.587, 


Humphrey, 4,489. 


The only township that did not give 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President just 
missed that figure. 


That same year, in the race for the 


United States Senate, Dirksen was over 
70 per cent in most of the Northwest sub- 
urban townships and lead the GOP ticket 
in the area. 


—In 1969, when Philip Crane 
ran

Rumors: 
A Reflection 


Of Boredom? 


Silas Jayne May Offer Reward 


In an area that may be a little hungry 


for some excitement, rumors spread ra- 
pidly. 


By the end of last Thursday, Sacretl 


Heart of Mary High School had been 
bombed once nncl three times ravaged by 
fire, at loayt in the minds of many resi- 
dents who repoi ted such activities to the 
Herald 


Without a doubt, students and staff at 


Snored Heart had their share of prob- 
lems Thursday. The school was evac- 
uated three times, once for a bomb 
threat and two other times for small 
locker and closet fires 


But physical damage to the building 


was minor, and, aside from borne under- 
standable fear and confusion over the 
evacuations, everyone in the school sur- 
vived the hectic day unharmed. 


Rolling Meadows Fire District officials 


and Leonard Baenen, principal of Sacred 
Heart, were convinced the two fires were 
started intentionally and said the entire 
situation was under control To give stu- 
dents, staff and even patents a little time 
to calm down, the school was closed Fri- 
day. 


Students practice every year of their 


formal educations for emergencies such 
as those Thursday at Sacred Heart 
School. Most of the time, however, the 
practices are just that and not the real 
thing. 


The cool-headedness of the students 


throughout their ordeal should be com- 
mended. After three separate emer- 
gencies on the same day, most of the 
girls suspected arson, yet were able to 
contain their emotion to help make the 
evacuations safe and quick 


There seemed to be only one incident 


which may have been somewhat unwise 
and which, in a manner of speaking, 
sparked another flame. 


Following the third evacuation, Baenen 


borrowed a bullhorn from the police de- 
partment and addressed the mass of stu- 
dents assembled on the school lawn. Us- 
ing the loud speaker he asked the guilty 
party to step forward. 


Although his intentions in making the 


speech were for good, the effect of his 
request was reproachful. A crowd of al- 
ready frightened girls is not calmed by 
implying there is an arsonist running 
loose among them. 


Although his show of strength may 


have provided some of the students with 
a sense of relief, the over-all effect prob- 
ably sent many of the students home in a 
more emotional state than necessary. 


To ease all the tensions students and 


their parents may feel, Baenen should 
present as many facts, and even suspi- 
cions, he has concerning the situation at 
the school to the public. 


As official spokesman of Sacred Heart, 


he has the responsibility and the power 
to bring the school routine back to nor- 
mal, and the quicker it is done, the bet- 
ter.

Silas Jayne, elder brother of slain 


horseman George Jayne, told the Herald 
he will meet with lawyers today to work 
out details tor a reward offer for infor- 
mation leading to his brother's killer. 


Jayne said, "I really, truly have no 


iron-clad ideas as to why George was 
killed" . 


Geroge Jayne, 47, was shot to death 


Wednesday night in his Inverness home 
during a bridge game with his daughter 
Linda, 22, her husband Mickey Wright of 


Chicago 


Mrs Jayne, 43, was also playing cards 


at the time the fatal shot cracked 
through a basement window and hit 
George slightly above the heart. 


She has offered a $25,000 reward for 


information leading to the apprehension 


of her husband's killer. 


Jayne was buried Saturday, the same 


day Palatine police were expected to 
question 63-year-old Silas Jayne for the 
second time. 


SILAS SAID neither he nor his brother

Smith, Stevenson Race Nears End 


A 14-month fight between Sen. Ralph 


T. Smith and Adlai E. Stevenson will end 
at 6 p.m. tomorrow when Illinois polling 
places close. 


Within a few hours after that, Illinois 


voters will know who is going to sit in 
the chair held for years by the late Sen. 
Everett M. Dirksen. 


The term of office is four years be- 


cause Dirksen was elected in 1968 and 
served almost a full year of the six-year 
term. Smith was appointed to the vacan- 
cy in September, 1969. 


But even with the high interest in the 


Senate race, Northwest suburban voters 
will have their eyes on a handful of other 
matches on the long ballot.

"blown up" the widely publicized and 
long-standing feud he had with his broth- 
er 


"We made up two years ago at a 


family reunion. We shook hands and that 
was it. There has been no malice be- 
tween us since," Silas said. 


The feud, which spanned a 10-year pe- 


riod, is reputed to have stemmed from a 
bitter business rivalry between the broth- 
ers — both prominent horse dealers and 
stable owners. 


In the last three years, howevei, 


George has not had a steady income 
from his business, said Silas, who got his 
younger brother started in the business. 


Ever since George sold his 100-acre 


Tri-Color Stables on Algonquin Road to 
Harper College, his $400,000-plus annual 
income began to fluctuate, Silas said 


"George, like myself and Frank, gam- 


bled frequently. Most people around the 
horse game do and sometimes the stakes 
go high, very high," Silas said. 


ASKED IF gambling could have lead 


to George's death, Silas said, "It's very 
possible, especially if he welched (did 
not pay) on a big bet " 


Silas denied reports that George'? 


gambling had crime 
syndicate con- 


nections "I'm not saying it's not, but I 
sure don't think this was Mafia or an)- 
thing like that " 


Silas said he planned to meet with po- 


lice again this weekend for further ques- 
tioning. 


Robert Centner, Palatine police chief, 


said he was assisted by Lt Frank Ortiz 
and an IBI agent the first time they 
questioned 
the two surviving Jayne 


brothers for two hours Friday night m 
Silas' secluded estate near Elgin. 


He said the brothers said they knew 


nothing about the killing and were both 
home with their families on the night of 
the shooting 


This was the first time Silas or Frank 


Jayne had been called for questioning 
and they were cooperative in their re- 
sponse, Centner said. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the family, in- 


cluding George's six sisters, and former 
business associates also have been ques- 
tioned

Centner said there are no suspects in 


the case and that police are following up 
leads to two clues a .30-caliber bulle' 
taken from Jayne's body and reports of 
stiange cars seen cruising the 1918 Bar 
bury home on the night Jayne was killed 


Centner said the slug was fired from a 


high-powtred rifle and that seveial 
neghbors leported hearing the shot 


He also received reports from neigh- 


bors who said they saw a red, late-model 
Oldsmobile with a black top parked near 
Jayne's $100,000 hilltop estate. 


Police have found tire tracks east of 


the Jayne home on Tweed Street as well 
as footprints by the window well at the 
northeast corner of Jayne's home Plas- 
ter casts of both tracks have been made 
and sent to the state crime lab in Joliet 


Police said they are also checking the 


background of events and people con- 
nected with George Jayne 


IN THE LAST few years, events sur- 


rounding but never officially linked to 
the celebrated Jayne brother feud have 
included two deaths and several at- 
tempts on the lives of both brothers. 


In 1965 Cheri Rude, a 22-year-old em- 


ploye of George's Tn-Color Stables was 
killed when a bomb exploded in George's 
car 


George charged Silas Jayne with solic- 


itation to kill him. Silas was charged 
with murder, but cleared for lack of evi- 
dence in 1968.

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Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat 


by ED MURNANE 
(A News Analysis) 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s. 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 8 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year.' 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote. 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 


1 than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 


urban townships. 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year 
election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, 
Nixon was an over- 


whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Results that year for the five 
Northwest suburban townships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613. 


—Wheeling Township, Nixon, 30,229, 


Humphrey, 11,457. 


—Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581. 


—Palatine Township, 
Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


—Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8,587, 


Humphrey, 4,489. 


The only township that did not give 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President just 
missed that figure. 


That same year, in the race for the 


United States Senate, Dirksen was over 
70 per cent in most of the Northwest sub- 
urban townships and lead the GOP ticket 
in the area. 


—In 1969, when Philip Crane

Rumors: 
A Reflection 
Of Boredom? 


In nn area that may be a little hungry 


for some excitement, rumors spread ra- 
pidly. 


By the end of last Thursday, Sacred 


Heart oE Mary High School had been 
bombed once and three times ravaged by 
fire, at leayt in the minds of many resi- 
dents who reported such activities to the 
Herald. 


Without a doubt, students and staff at 


Sacred Heart had their share of prob- 
lems Thursday, The school was evac- 
uated three times, once for a bomb 
threat and two other times for small 
locker and closet fires. 


But physical damage to the building 


was minor, and, aside from some under- 
standable fear and confusion over the 
evacuations, everyone in the school sur- 
vived the hectic day unharmed. 


Rolling Meadows F.ire District officials 


and Leonard Bacncn, principal of Sacred 
Heart, were convinced the two fires were 
started intentionally and said the entire 
situation was under control. To give stu- 
dents, staff and even parents a little time 
to calm down, the school was closed Fri- 
day. 


Students practice every year of their 


formal educations for emergencies such 
as those Thursday at Sacred 
Heart 


School. Most of the time, however, the 
practices are just that and not the real 
thing. 


The cool-headedness of tire students 


throughout their ordeal should be com- 
mended. After three separate emer- 
gencies on the same day, most of the 
girls suspected arson, yet were able to 
contain their emotion to help make the 
evacuations safe and quick. 


There seemed to be only one incident 


which may have been somewhat unwise 
and which, in a manner of speaking, 
sparked another flame. 


Following the third evacuation, Baenen 


borrowed a bullhorn from the police de- 
partment and addressed the mass of stu- 
dents assembled on the school lawn. Us- 
ing the loud speaker he asked the guilty 
party to step forward. 


Although his intentions in making the 


speech were for good, the effect of his 
request was reproachful. A crowd of al- 
ready frightened girls is not calmed by 
implying there is an arsonist running 
loose among them. 


Although his show of strength may 


have provided some of the students with 
a sense of relief, the over-all effect prob- 
ably sent many of the students home in a 
more emotional state than necessary. 


To case all the tensions students and' 


their parents may feel, Baenen should 
present as many facts, and even suspi- 
cions, he has concerning the situation at 
the school to the public. 


As official spokesman of Sacred Heart, 


he has the responsibility and the power 
to bring the school routine back to nor- 
mal, and the quicker it is done' the bet- 
ter.

Mistake Could Ease 
Boundary Change Spat

A mistake in defining boundaries may 


help ease disagreement between a group 
of Rolling Meadows residents and the 
Dist. 211 board over a boundary change. 


The Herald discovered Friday that 


Dist. 211 has opposed disannexation of 
the western part of Rolling Meadows 
partly because the area included the high 
revenue-producing Arlington Park Tow- 
ers Hotel. The residents, led by Aid. 
Frederick 
Jacobso») have maintained 


they are seeking to disannex only their 
homes so their children can attend Dist. 
214's Rolling Meadows High School when 
it opens in 1971. 


The mistake discovered by the Herald 


lies in the legal description of the area, 
which was filed with a disannexation pe- 
tition to the Cook County Board of School 
Trustees last spring. 


"It's our mistake. We have never in- 


tended to include the industrial area 
north of Euclid Avenue," Jacobson said. 


J/VCOBSON SAID his group will submit 


an amendment to the legal description 
this week. 


Before the mistake was made known, 


the Dist. 211 board decided to ask repre- 
sentatives from the two school districts 
and the group of residents to meet to 
discuss the petition. 


Dist. 211 cannot sell bonds to purchase 


property approved in the September ref- 
erendum with the disannexation petition 
still pending before the county board. 
The Oct. 5 hearing before the board was 
postponed to January because notice of 
the hearing was not published in a news- 
paper. 


The Dist. 211 board hopes to reach 


agreement with the residents and Dist. 
214 on the disannexation so it can possi- 
bly sell bonds this fall. 


AT THE DIST. 211 board meeting 


Thursday night, board members said 
they would not like to lose any area. But, 
they said they would not strongly oppose 
disannexation of the 500 homes in Rolling 
Meadows if the area north of Euclid area 
were deleted from the petition. 


With the Arlington Park Towers area 


now apparently being dropped from the 
legal description, a Dist. 211 board mem- 
ber had indicated the board probably will 
tell the residents the board will not op- 
pose disannexation if the petition is tem- 
porarily withdrawn so bonds can be sold. 


The district may also try to get assur-

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Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat

(A News Analysis) 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s. 


With (ewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 6 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote. 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs. 


-In 1960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Results that year for the five 
Northwest suburban townships read this 
way:

A group of Prospect Heights residents 


and representatives of the Citizens Utili- 
ty Co have entered into a "consent 
agreement" after six days of testimony 
in a hearing in the Cook County Circuit 
Court. 


The hearing was held to review a suit 


filed by the utility company against the 
county. The utility company filed the suit 
in an effort to revoke a "stop work" or- 
der issued by the Cook County Building 
Department for construction of a water 
tank in Prospect Heights. 


The agreement calls for a reduction in 


the proposed height of a water tank, now 
under construction at Lee Street and Old 
Willow Road in Prospect Heights The 
agreement also provides for landscaping 
to screen the tank from surrounding 
homes. 


The order was issued after the county 


building department discovered the utili- 
ty company had apparently violated the 
setback requirement of its permit The 
front of the tank is eight feet too close to 
the street 


THE PROSPECT HEIGHTS group that 


attended the hearing, had petitioned to 
intervene in the suit against the utility 
company. The group, called "Taxes and 
Promises," was formed last spring, six 
weeks after the utility compan ybegan 
pouring a concrete foundation for the 
tank. 


The homeowners protested construc- 


tion of the tank because they believed it 
was a "blight and hazard" to the neigh- 
borhood. Much of their case centered 
around their contention that the special 
use permit issued for the tank to the 
company by the Cook County Zoning 
Board of Appeals is null and void, ac- 
cording to Mrs Jessica Bornstem, one of 
the group's leaders. 


In addition the homeowners claim the 


utility company did not comply with the 
requirements in its special use permit 
The permit states the tank will be 50 feet 
in diameter and hold 300,000 gallons The 
tank, now under construction, is 75 feet 
in diameter and was slated to be 32 feet 
high and hold one million gallons of wa- 
ter 


CONCERNING THE setback require- 


ment, the utility company claims it did 
not violate it because the front of the 


tank is on Old Willow Road and not Lee 
Street. The distance from the tank to Old 
Willow Road is greater than to Lee 
Street. 


After hearing testimoney from the util- 


ity company, TAP and the state's attor- 
ney, Judge Nathan Cohen proposed that 
the parties enter into an agreement rath- 
er than have him make a ruling. 


Cohen suggested that the agreement 


provide that the side walls of the tank be 
no higher than 20 feet and that the area 
around the tank be landscaped. 


Cohen said his proposal was made in 


sympathy with both parties: "It is clear 
to me that CU is guilty of a violation in 
the size of the tank. And I recognize the 
need for water (as testified by the utility 
company ) But I am not overly con- 
cerned with the setback of the tank " 


BOTH THE PROSPECT Heights group 


and the state's attorney accepted the 
judge's recommendation and rested their 
cases. However the utility company re- 
fused at first on the grounds that the 
tank should hold at least 750,000 gallons 
of water (inferring that it couldn't if only 
twenty feet high.) 


"It looks to me like what you will have 


here is an appeal. I can't find for you 
(rule in your favor), I just can't," said 
Cohen 


"Adjusting the height of the tank will 


amount to about one twenty-fifth of what 
it would cost you to move the tank ' 
added Cohen The tank is now 16 feet 
high, so the utility company only needs 
to add four feet to the side wall plus a 
dome ' 


After further deliberation, the utilit; 


company agreed to accept the judge's 
recommendation 
Once all of the parties 


involved agreed to the settlement, it took 
the form of a court decree. The court 
will have jurisdiction over the settlement 
and the responsibility to see that it is 
carried out. 


In addition to provisions about the 


height of the tank and landscaping, the 
decree also states that all parties must 
waive the right of appealing 'he case 
Once construction of the tank is com- 
pleted and landscaping installed, the 
judge will visit the site to make sure i' 
conforms with the decree. 


Crumley Digging ^Smooth' 


Excavation of the Crumley retention 


basin on Busse Road in Mount Prospect 
is operating smoothly, Director of Public 
works David Creamer said this weak. 


"My crews have been working on the 


project for about the last two weeks, and 
they've already hauled out about 3V4 feet 
of dirt over a 200 foot-square area over 
there," he said 


Creamer said the Mount Prospect 


Park District was using part of the dirt 
to landscape the area around Kopp Pool 
and fill in the low spots as well as land- 
scape areas in other parks throughout 
the district. 


The public works department is also . 


using part of the dirt, excavated from 
the retention basin, to bury leaves which 
have been swept from the streets this 
autumn.

"Although the project is not completed 


yet at the Crumley site, every truckload 
of dirt removed from the basin helps 
control the flooding problem. There's 
still quite a bit of work to be done yet, 
but the project is coming along well."

Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat 


by ED MURNANE 
(A News Analysis) 


Sen Ralph T Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


arc closed at 6 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat — if he does lose — 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smitn winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In i960, when the late John P. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 


suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois. Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year election; 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Eichard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs Results that year for the five 
Northwest suburban townships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613. 


—Wheeling Township, Nixon, 30,229, 


Humphrey, 11,457. 


—Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581. 


—Palatine Township, Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


—Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8,587. 


Humphrey, 4,489 


The only township that did not give 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President just 
^missed that figure 


That same year, in the race for the 


United States Senate, Dirksen was over 
70 per cent in most of the Northwest sub- 
urban townships and lead the GOP ticket 
in the area 


—In 1969, when Philip Crane ran

the retention basin, to bury leaves which 
have been swept from the streets this 
autumn The leaves and dirt will be used 
for land fill at Meadows Park, and once 
the low spots have been filled, Creamer 
hopes to build a low sled hill. 


"WE'VE BEEN fortunate in -that the 


two projects have been very compatible. 
We can't excavate Crumley unless we 
have a place to dump the dirt and we 
also need a spot to dump the leaves. This 
way, we can get rid of both at the same 
time," he said. 


Creamer said the public works crews 


rake the dirt and leaves into the low 
spots at the park at the end of each day 
"We're just not using the land for a 
dumping ground, but we landscape it as 
best as possible," he explained 


"Although the project is not completed 


yet at the Crumley site, every truckload 
of dirt removed from the basin helps 
control the flooding problem. There's 
still quite a bit of work to be done yet, 
but the project is coming along well."

of schools in charge of finance But ad- 
ministrators, school board members and 
teachers alike all know he is more than 
his title 


BESIDES HIS DUTIES as business 


manager, Busenhart is also secretary of 
the school board. He is responsible for 
recording income, budgeting and pur- 
chasing; he is in charge of maintenance 
of building and grounds which includes 
overseeing custodians, maintenance men 
and architects; and he is responsible for 
the employment, assignment and super- 
vision of secretarial personnel 


Richard Peicy, assistant superintend- 


ent in charge of curriculum, said of Bus- 
enhart, "His knowledge of the detail and 
minutiae of Dist 57 is phenomenal When 
a transformer burns out, he knows the 
procedure for protective measures. When 
a boiler fails to function, he is on hand to 
supervise repair When a piano is out of 
tune, he secures qualified professional 
help. 


"His eight-hour day, five days-a-week,

Smith Appears To Be Headed For Defeat 


by ED MURNANE 
(A News Analysis) 


Sen, Ralph T. Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1950s 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


arc closed at 8 p.m tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat lie 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat - if he does lose - 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1960, when the late John F Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only flemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Township and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


'the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70 per cent of the vote m most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 1966, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in the Northwest suburbs 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, Nixon was an over- 
whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Results that year for the five 
Northwest suburban townships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613. 


—Wheeling Township, Nixon 
30,229, 


Humphrey, 11,457 


—Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581 


—Palatine Township, Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


—Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8,587. 


Humphrey, 4,489. 


The only township that did not give 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President 
just 


missed that figure. 


That same year, in the race for the 


United States Senate, Dirksen was over 
70 per cent in most of the Northwest sub- 
urban townships and lead the GOP ticket 
in the area. 


—In 1969, when Philip Crane 
ran

politan Citizens issued a statement Satur- 
day to urge Arlington Heights officials

The position report calls on suburban 


officials to "immediately review their 
apartment policies, zoning ordinances,

lington Heights, made particular refer- 
ence to the CCMC proposal for a change 
in that village's apartment policy Pro- 
posed recently at a meeting of village 
trustees, the policy change request has 
so far brought no action from local offi- 
cials 


CCMC PRESENTED a request to the 


village board Sept 
21, requesting a 


change in that village's apartment policy 
to encourage the development of multi- 
family dwellings for famlies with low 
and moderate incomes. 


After the proposal was presented, the 


village board and the village's plan com- 
mission decided to judge each specific 
project 
for 
low-and moderate-income 


housing on Its own merits, rather than 
changing the general policy. Local public 
officials said that a change in the apart- 
ment policy should not be made because 
it might prejudice a decision on the Via- 
tonan project 


Newman Cryer, an Arlington Heights 


resident and a member of CMCC, said 


that the group did not feel the board 
dealt adequately with the issue and "this 
village and others must take a look at 
the issue of providing housing." 


The new statement urges Northwest 


suburban villages to take initiative now 
to provide for housing for low-and mod- 
erate-income people in all future major 
housing developments, rather than wait- 
ing for plans to come before local

Cop Saves Life, 
Is Commended 


An Arlington Heights patrolman re- 


ceived a commendation Friday after he 
saved the life of a month-old baby Oct 
24 


L W. Calderwood, Arlington Heights 


police chief, issued the commendation 
Friday to Patrolman Patrick M. Kenne- 
dy for his actions after receiving a call 
that the child, Fredrico Cubillos, of 1302 
Crabtree Ln, Arlington Heights, had 
stopped breathing. 


In his report, Kennedy said that when 


he arrived at the home, the child had 
stopped breathing and had started to 
turn blue Kennedy administered mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation to the chile, and 
had him breathing normally by the time 
the ambulance arrived. 


The child was taken to Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital, where he was exam- 
ined, treated and released. 


In the commendation Calderwood said, 


"This is the type of service that makes 
the police department a very necessary 
part of our community and also im- 
proves the esprit de corps of the police 
department." 


Kennedy has served on the police force 


since June 1969. 


George Volz, Village Pioneer, Dies 


George Vote, a man who was part of 


the history of Arlington Heights, died 
Friday 


Volz, 92, was pronounced dead on ar- 


rival at Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, after being taken to 
the hospital when found at home, 110 S. 
Fernandez Ave., Arlington Heights. 


The lifelong resident of the village was 


secretary to the first board of education 
of what is now High School Dist 214. The 
district was created after an election in 
1914, one of the first elections in which 
women could vote. 


After creation of the district, Volz was 


elected to the board and served on it un- 
til 1928. 


The election to create the new district 


was passed by the small margin of 16 
votes, with the woman's votes carrying 
the election. 


The 'high school didn't open until 1923, 


The first board of education had its prob- 
lems with getting a school building start- 
ed. The election results were challenged 
by protestors and the case went to the 
Illinois Supreme Court twice before the 
districts won. 


DURING THE time between 1914 and 


when the new school opened, World War 
I broke out, making it hard for the board 
to obtain the financing to build the 
school 


Volz was the son of Christian Volz, who 


moved into the village in the 1860s. The 
elder Volz, who had been trained as a 
cabinet maker in Germany, built a house 
that was torn down to make way for the 
Parkway Liquor Store, 17 E. Campbell. 
George Volz was born in the house on 
April 7, 1878, and was the brother of Al 
Volz, 99, who also was extremely active 
in local Civic affairs. 


The Volz brothers' father was one of 


the early businessmen m the village, op- 
erating the Christian Volz Furniture and 
Undertaking Parlor He died at the age 
of 91 m 1925 


In addition to serving on the high 


school board, Volz was a member of the 
volunteer fire department of Arlington 
Heights from 1899 to 1939, chief of the 
volunteer department from 1905 to 1939, 
president of the Arlington Heights Park 
Board from 1933 to 1945 and a member 
and secretary of the Dist 
25 school 


board from 1909 to 1914 


Additional positions he held included 


clerk and judge of elections from 1906 to 
1951; village clerk of Arlington Heights 
from 1912 to 1916, and treasurer of the 
Wheeling Township schools from 1933 to 
1949. 


IN ADDITION TO being a civic leader, 


Volz also was a prominent local business- 
man. 


Volz joined Arlington Seating Co in 


1903, shortly after his graduation from 
Northwestern University. He served as 
president from 1943 to 1961 when the 
company was sold to Continental Mate- 
rials Corp, Chicago 


The company was a manufacturer of 


desks, chairs and seating for schools and 
institutions The plant was located at 607 
E. N o r t h w e s t Highway, Arlington 
Heights. 


After the company's operations were 


moved to Antioch, 111., to become a divi- 
sion of Quaker Industries, the mam 
building of the plant was torn down. Lat- 
tof Motors is presently on the site where 
the company's building used to be

"My father and mother were for Smith 


and when they listened to me they 
changed then; vote," she said. 


Colleen is a precinct worker for Ste- 


venson and has been canvassing for 
votes in her neighborhood. So far she has 
gotten a good response. "I live in Vir- 
ginia Terrace and most of the people are 
young and for Stevenson, so I haven't 
had any trouble like some of the kids," 
she said. 


Colleen originally became involved in 


the campaign through fellow Arlington 
High School student Mark Catalano who 
coordinates canvassing efforts at Steven- 
son headquarters. 


MARK SAID he had been interested in 


politics for years, and chose this year to 
get actively involved for the first time. 


"Ever since the Kennedy election I 


thought politics was interesting, not that 
I knew what was going on all that time," 
he said. 


This year, "I wanted to see the best 


man win and I thought if I could work 
for the best man I could help," he said. 


Both said they found many voters were 


not studying candidates bafore malting 
up their minds. "I wish people would lis- 
ten and vote for the man, not just the 
party label," Mark said. 


Of course, he added, this year more 


and more voters are talking about spilt- 
ting their tickets. "A lot of Republicans 
in this area are voting for Stevenson, 
and for many it's the first time hey've 
voted for a Democrat." 


And both are confident of victory to- 


morrow because "Adlai is doing much 
better than expected." 


Neither of them has worked for other 


candidates and they don't consider them- 
selves Democrats. 


"I'M WORKING FOR the best man 


and I'm only campaigning for what I 
really believe," Colleen said. "I'm not 
really a Democrat." 


When they discuss the campaign with 


other students they find that some are 
simply following their parents and others 
are turned off by the political system. 


"Kids I have discussions with, say who 


they are for, and I have all the facts. 
After I say something they don't have 
anything to say," Colleen said. 


But she has changed some minds. "A 


lot of kids say the election is a farce, but 
a lot of kids really want to be involved 
and can't find a way so they say that." 


Both of them agree they have learned 


a lot about the issues and about people 
during the campaign. 


"I'VE LEARNED the game of poli- 


tics," Mark said, "and that means how 
to talk and be very diplomatic with 
people." 


His parents aren't as involved with pol- 


itics as he'd like, he said, but he has 
talked to them. 


And Colleen said her parents 
don't 


mind her campaign work, but "they wish 
I'd do my homework, too."

agencies through usual procedures.

atorian property and it would be taken 
off the market. However, we would still 
be asking for a change in the village's 
apartment policy," he said. Gorman, an 
Arlington Heights resident, is the vice 
president of New Communities, Inc. 


Cryer said the group's goal is to open 


up the village. "We think it is necessary 
to do that in terms of racial justice. This 
village cannot get along without these 
people working here," he said. 


Gorman said that if the country were 


able to wave a magic wand and create 
all the low-income housing that is needed 
"A majority of the occupants would be 
white." 


The CCMC's statement said a new pub- 


lic position was necessary because offi-

cant action has occurred." 


According to the statement, decent 


housing near where people work is not 
just a local issue. The report states that 
suburban villages are interdependent in 
terms of schooling, transportation, com- 
merce and ether services, as well as 
housing. 


The committee plans to approach other 


villages in the Northwest suburban area 
"very soon," according to Cryer. 


THE CITIZENS' committee in 
the 


statement said, "We are concerned that 
the Inaction of village officials may be 
due in part to pressure from persons who 
act out of unfounded fears and lack of 
correct information as to why suburban 
areas must deal with the housing issue at 
this time. 


"The amendment which CMCC pro- 


posed to the Arlington Heights apartment 
policy was erroneously interpreted as 
opening the way for spot zoning. In fact, 
such an amendment would do just the 
opposite. 


"Spot zoning, in its classical sense, ap- 


plies to only the changing of a small, 
isolated tract to a classification that is 
inconsistent with its larger surroundin? 
area. It does not apply to the change in 
zoning of a larger tract to meet a new 
need. 


"The new zoning changes required by 


our proposed amendment would 1n effect 
be a new classification that would apply 
only to a special category of housing that 
could be located anywhere in the village. 


"This zoning classification would be 


unique because it would be used only for 
a clearly defined and laudable purpose, 
recognized by our national government 
and by an increasing number of estab- 
lished institutions, to achieve a sociologi- 
cal as well as an economic objective. 
This is in direct contrast with spot zon- 
ing, 
to which CMCC is In principle op- 


posed." 


The statement also includes an in 


vitation 
for 
additional support 
from 


groups such as human relations councils, 
labor unions, neighborhood associations 
voters leagues, ethnic associations and 
churches, which-"ought to be in the van- 
guard of action for racial justice in hous- 
ing." 


The final paragraph of the statement 


read, " . . . we urge: immediate action 
by village officials to make more housing 
possible for people of low and moderate 
incomes, more adequate information or 
the issue, action by developers to include 
subsidized housing and regional coopera- 
tion to bring about an adequate amount 
of low-and moderate-income housing in 
the Northwest suburbs of Chicago."

Smith Appears To Be Headed For Deft 


by ED MURNANE 
(A News Analysis) 


Sen. Ralph T, Smith appears headed 


for the poorest showing by a Republican 
candidate in the Northwest suburbs since 
the population boom began in the 1990s. 


With fewer than 36 hours until the polls 


are closed at 6 p.m. tomorrow, Smith ap- 
pears to be a definite loser in his race to 
keep the United States Senate seat he 
was appointed to last year. 


And Smith's defeat - if he does lose - 


can be traced directly to his poor show- 
ing in previously solid Republican areas, 


such as the Northwest suburbs. 


Republicans traditionally have scored 


victories in the suburbs with vote totals 
of 65, 70 and 75 per cent of the vote. 


Yet polls — including those taken by 


the Herald and by the Chicago Sun- 
Times — show Smith winning the support 
of fewer than 60 per cent of the voters in 
this area. 


Here are some facts from recent elec- 


tion years in the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1960, when the late John F. Kenne- 


dy barely carried Illinois and the nation 
over Richard M. Nixon, Nixon defeated 


Kennedy by a 2-1 ratio in the Northwest 
suburbs. Nixon's percentage was higher 
than 70 per cent in some Northwest sub- 
urban townships. 
—In 1962, an off-year election like the 
1970 election, Sen. Everett Dirksen got 
more than 80 per cent of the vote in 
some Northwest suburban areas in de- 
feating Democrat-Sidney Yates. Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove townships gave Dirk- 
sen about 75 per .cent of the vote while 
Palatine Township gave him a 4-1 mar- 
gin. 


—In 1964, the only blemish on the Re- 


publican record, Sen. Barry Goldwater 
received 61 per cent of the vote in Wheel- 
ing Townsffip and between 59 and 60 per 
cent in most other area townships. 


THAT SAME YEAR, in the race for 


the governor of Illinois, Charles Percy 
lost to Otto Kerner but still received 
more than 70, per cent of the vote in most 
Northwest suburban townships. 


—In 19G6, another off-year election, 


Percy defeated Sen. Paul Douglas state- 
wide and received upwards of 70 per cent 
of the vote in.the Northwest suburbs. 


—In 1968, when Richard Nixon barely 


beat Hubert Humphrey for the presiden- 
cy in Illinois, 
Nixon was an over- 


whelming winner in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Results that year for the five 
Northwest suburban townships read this 
way: 


— M a i n e Township, Nixon, 39,397, 


Humphrey, 19,613. 


—Wheeling Township, Nixon, 30,229, 


Humphrey, 11,457. 


—Elk Grove Township, Nixon, 19,239, 


Humphrey, 7,581. 


—Palatine Township, Nixon, 13,552, 


Humphrey, 5,277. 


—Schaumburg Township, Nixon, 8,587. 


Humphrey, 4,489.

The only township that did not give 
f 


Nixon at least 67 per cent of the vote was 
Schaumburg and the President just 
missed that figure. 


That same year, in the race for the 


United States Senate, Dirksen was over 
70 per cent in most of the Northwest sub- 
urban townships and lead the GOP ticket 
in the area. 


—In 1969. when Philip Crane ran

Officer Friendly 
Program Starts

Remember when you were a kid and 


ypur parents used to tell you that a po- 
liceman was your friend? 


Times may have changed, but there 


still are people who count policemen 
among their friends and the Des Plaines 
police want to make sure it stays that 
way. So they have designed an Officer 
Friendly program. 


Officer Friendly can be any member of 


the force who is interested in volun- 
teering his time to talk to students in Des 
Plaines schools about the role of the po- 
liceman and the equipment a policeman 
uses. 


The idea of an Officer Friendly pro- 


gram started several years ago, accord- 
ing to Lt. Robert Clark, when the men in 
the department found many of them had 
been asked by their own children to talk 
at school about1 what it's like to be a 
policeman. 


About the same time, Sgt. Ken Fred- 


ricks, youth division officer, was getting 
many requests for police talks in schools 
and tours of the police station. So Fred- 
ricks decided a formal program should 
be formed. 


"WE SENT LETTERS 
to all the 


schools in Des Plaines last year inform- 
ing them of the program," Fredricks 
said. 'The interested schools called us 
and we set up appointments for an Offi- 
cer Friendly to go out and talk to inter- 
ested classes." 


Fredricks said Officer Friendly volun- 


teers do not have structured talks to 
give. "They explain safety habits which 
should be practiced around the school 
like crossing at corners, safe bike riding 
and not gteting picked up by strangers." 


The officer uses his own initiative in 


planning his own program and most of 
them include a film on school safety for 
kindergarten through sixth grade stu- 
dents, and a film called "Every Hour 


Every Day" on the life of a policeman 
for junior high students. 


Most officers also show the students 


their equipment and explain the squad 
car and its equipment and function. 


So far this year Officer Friendly has 


visited Orchard Place School, Immanuel 
Lutheran School, West School and St. 
Zachary School.

"The kids at Orchard 
Place were particularly pleased by To- 
var's Spanish." Fredricks said. "In Mex- 
ico, traditionally, they're afraid of police- 
men, but Tovar showed them that police 
officers are truly interested in being 
friendly."

Complete local mental health care is 


the goal of the new director of the Maine 
Township Mental Health Association, 
1032LeeSt.,DesPlaines, 


Edward 3. Barnowski, appointed Oct. 


15, wants the association to coordinate 
local mental health facilities to form new 
programs in the schools and the commu- 
nity. 


He would like expansion of the new 


emergency phone service and of pro- 
grams for the elderly. 


He would like to see expansion of the 


association so it would be available to 
each member of the community. He feels 
the association should have a new head- 
quarters and an expanded staff. 


Barnowski, 39, will begin to be full 


time director of the association Dec. 1. 
He is now studying the communities in 
Maine Township and forming ideas. 


BEFORE HIS appointment, he was 


acting clinical director of the Pike Coun- 
ty Mental Health Center, chief psy- 
chologist at the Quincy Mental Health 
Center, in Quincy, 111., and a consultant 
to a family counseling service and a 
school for emotionally disturbed boys. 


Barnowski is a native Chicagoan, 


whose father worked in Des Plaines. He 
has a doctorate in clinical psychology 
from Loyola University. 


He is the first professional director of 


the association, which began in 1966, ac- 
cording to William Hall, who has served 
as the association's business director ad- 
ministrator. 


The association was founded by Des 


Plnines and Park Ridge businessmen 
and civic leaders with the help of mem- 
bers of the Forest Hospital staff. It be- 
gan as a children's guidance center and 
now handles more than 250 cases, 35 per 
cent of which are adults, Hall said. 


BARNOWSKI TOLD the Herald/Day 


his goal is to provide "comprehensive" 
mental health care. This includes a wide- 
range of preventive and treatment pro- 
grams, he said. 


Comprehensive care means that resi- 


dents of the area would be treated near 
their homes and would not have to leave 
their families, he said. 


Since the 1950s, those in the mental 


health field have come to believe that an 
individual's chances of improvement are 
better when he can keep the support and 
guidance of his family and friends, he 
said. 


The problems of leaving the commu- 


nity, then coming back into the commu- 
nity after hospitalization are avoided by 
local treatment, he said. 


Long hospitalizahon, farm from home, 


was found to be harmful, and state hospi- 
tals were used mainly as a place "to

and emotional support to readjust to nor- 
mal life, he said. 


The Des Plaines area has many of 


these facilities now, but the Association 
could coordinate them and help them 
achieve a "higher quality" he said. 


Present facilities include treatment at 


Forest, Lutheran General and Holy Fam- 
ily hospitals; Incentives, Inc., a nonprofit 
center for treatment of emotional and 
drug problems, the new Hotline phone 
service for information and referral for 
residents who have emotional or medical 
problems, and school programs. 


ALSO INCLUDED is Association, it- 


self, which has a part-time staff of four 
psychiatrists and one psychologist, and 
several social workers. 


Barnowski feels a community-wide 


mental health board of representatives of 


the local facilities could be formed to 
coordinate programs. 


He feels the Hotline phone service 


could be expanded from a 2 p.m. to 2 
a.m. service, to a 24 hour service, mak- 
ing use of affiliation to the association 
and its staff members. Barnowski set up 
a 24-hour phone service for potential sui- 
cides in Quincy. 


A drug program for the schools could 


be worked out with association help, he 
said. 


A number of programs for the elderly 


is needed, he said. "We should tap the 
energy of these people, and benefit from 
their experience and knowledge," he 


said. 


TO ACHIEVE complete service, Barn- 


owski thinks the association staff should 
be expanded to have a liaison man be- 
tween the association and community fa- 
cilities, and staff member to coordinate 
and develop programs for students and 
for the elderly. 


The association now is examining ex- 


panded headquarters. A central location 
is necessary, he said. 


Barnowski feels the potential for com- 


plete mental health service is already 
here, the potential can be fulfilled, he 
said.

environmental forum, "People and Pol- 
lution," at Forest View High School, 2121 
Goebbert Road, Arlington Heights. 


The forum, to begin at 8 p.m., is spon- 


sored by the Northwest Suburban chap- 
ter of Zero Population Growth as a dem- 
onstration of the relationship between 
population and environment and their 
impact on the quality of living today and 
in the future. 


The forum will also include the show- 


ing of two films, CBS Reports: Bulldozed 
America." and "House of Man — Our 
Changing Environment." 


Literature and displays on population 


and environment will be available. 


Rev. Canon Shaw, as the main speak- 


er, will elaborate on a point made in his 
book. "Population Primer." 


IN HIS PUBLICATION he said, "We 


live on a finite planet 
When non-re- 


turnable resources are used up, they are 
gone forever. Returnable resources are 
also finite resources. A just and equi- 
table distribution of all the earth's re- 
sources among all the people of the earth 
will be an enormous task — human na- 
ture being what it is " 


Rev. Shaw has appeared on radio, tele- 


vision and college campuses. 


He is the former Protestant Chaplain 


at Manteno State Hospital, Manteno, 111., 
and the Lorton Reformatory, Lorton, Va. 
He was also executive director of the 
Episcopal charities in the Chicago Dio- 
cese for two years. 


Presently he is a member of the 


Planned Parenthood Association Board, 
as well as Director of the Congress on 
Optimum Population and Environment in 
Chicago.

Your child's 
needs are different from every other 
child's, so even if your sitter has 
watched over ,'lozens of children, tell her 
what his needs generally are if he wakes 


up at night, or cries, or appears dis- 
contented, Is he hungry? Does he simply 
want to be rocked back to sleep? Must he 
be changed? Does he want a light on in 
his room? 


Each age of a child represents a differ- 


ent stage in his development. Caring for 
a 5-month-old is a far cry from caring 
for a 5-year-old. An infant should be look- 
ed in on frequently to see that he is 
warm enough, covered properly, not bur- 
ying his wee head in covers and clothes. 
A 5-year-old, on the other hand, will tell 
you what he wants, but his boundless 
energy and curiosity requires constant 
attention to avoid his getting into 
scrapes'.

program shows that many schoolmen are 
wrong in th'oir view that pregnant girls 
ought to be kept out of school for their 
own protection since cKher students will 
be "cruel and unkind." 


In Atlanta, it has been found that the 


peer group is supportive to the pregnant 
students and that the "cruel and unkind" 
thing to do to these girls 
1 is to expel 


them.

number where you can be reached. 
Should you change your whereabouts, 
call her and let her know. Be certain that 
phone numbers of your physician, near- 
est relative or neighbor, police depart- 
ment, fire department and poison control 
center, if there is one, are always left by 
the phone should there be an emergency. 
And remember . . . tell her where the 
phone is. 


The following rules should be written 


out for your sitter in case of emer- 
gencies. And never underestimate the 
importance of repeating to her the neces- 
sity for following these rules. 


1 In case of an accident or apparent

4. Make sure your sitter understarc' 


never to leave your child alone — evc- 
for a moment — no matter what the cir 
cumstance. This may seem obvious, bir 
not taking it for granted could prevent 
an accident or even save your child'-; 
life.

/t's Up To You

NEW YORK (UPI) — An electronic 


monitoring system controlled by a com- 
puter in Chicago ultimately may elimi- 
nate a mountain of paper work and hu- 
man monitoring for television and adver- 
tising. 


Digisonics, Inc., already has set up the 


automatic monitors in 25 cities and even- 
tually expects to have them in 240 cities. 
It is spending $6 million on monitoring 
machines alone. 


Although it is only the top of the ice- 


berg, according to Jordan Ross, Digison- 
ics president, the company is starting on 
the task of automatically auditing the 
broadcast of TV commercials. 


THE COMMERCIAL films or video- 


tapes are coded by the film lab for the 
a d v e r t i s e r . The automatic monitor 
records their broadcast in each city and 
sends the information to a polling com- 
puter in Chicago. 


"For years," said Ross, "the advertis- 


ing and broadcasting industries have 
struggled with an almost impossible task 
in measuring and monitoring station per- 
formance on the broadcast 
of com- 


mercials. 


"They have been trying to do the job 


with an obsolete system originally de- 
signed for printed and radio ads. It's 
slow, unreliable and conducive to cheat- 
ing. The computer controlled monitoring 
network will be instantaneous and accu- 
rate and can't be created."

The company 
grew out of a Ross firm called Talents 
and Residuals, which has collected Data 
and has made up payroll and royalty bil- 
lings for broadcast advertisers since 
1962. 


"Our automatic network can do a lot 


more than police the broadcasting of 
commercials," Ross said. "For example, 
we can perform automatically for tele- 
vision stations the tedious chore of pro- 
gram logging required by the rules of the 
Federal Communications Commission. 
We can tremendously facilitate and re- 
duce the cost of then- billing for TV sta- 
tions. In short, we can help them to auto- 
mate nearly all their bookkeeping oper- 
ations and keep them on an absolutely 
current basis." 


IN CHECKING ON commercials, the 


information gathered by the off-the-air 
24-hour monitoring machine in each city 
is checked against information stored in 
the computer in Chicago. It makes cer- 
tain the station has followed instructions 
— that it hasn't broadcast an ad at 2 
a.m. which is designed for kiddies. 


Ross said Digisonics ultimately expects 


its network to provide 30 separate auto- 
matic information services to adverti- 
sers, broadcasters, 
the FCC, talent 


unions and educational and government 
institutions in all kinds of activities that 
make use of television.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Here comes 


some of that stuff newspapers are ac- 
cused of neglecting: Good news. 


It concerns the growth of one of the 


world's most useful organizations, Alco- 
holics Anonymous. 


During the past year, more than 1,000 


new AA groups were established. That 
brings the worldwide total to 16,000, 
more than three times as many as there 
were 10 years ago. 


Each group is self-supporting and self- 


governing. The different groups keep in 
touch with each other through a gener- 
al service office in New York. But 
there's not much central organization. So 
nobody can say exactly how many prac- 
ticing AA's there are at the moment. 


The informed guess of the general ser- 


vice office is that the total is near 
500,000. And it's growing at a- rate of 
about 10 per cent a year. 


PERHAPS THE MOST encouraging 


news is that the average age of AA mem- 
bers has been decreasing steadily over 
the past few years. Instead of waiting 
until their lives have been ruined by al- 
coholism, people are admitting their 
problem and seeking AA help in the ear- 
ly stage of the disease. No one has yet 
found a treatment which will enable a 
true alcoholic to resume "normal drink- 
ing." But AA has proved, beyond a 
doubt, that an alcholic can recover from 
his addiction and go on to live a happy 
and useful life without alcohol. 


He'll always be, in a famous AA 


phrase, "one drink away from a drunk." 
But the whole fellowship of AA stands 
ready to help him keep that distance. 
When he's tempted to take a drink, all he 
has to do is caU another AA day or night, 
rain or shine, winter or summer. Every 
AA is ready to drop what he's doing to 
help another AA remember that sobriety 
is infinitely preferable to alcoholic obliv- 
ion under any and all circumstances.

Does every lot of land have to have a 


building standing on it? 


Have we become so enraptured with 


the miracles of man that we have lost 
sight of what nature provided on this 
earth? 


Man's productivity is certainly an as- 


set if it can be controled and balanced 
with other values. 


We need stores, schools, 
hospitals, 


single 
family homes and apartment 


buildings in a balanced community. But 
as much as we need these structures, we 
need open land. Open land that can be 
utilized by the community for recreation 
or simply enjoyed as a "quiet place," 


untouched by urbanization. 


CITIES ACROSS the nation are now 


faced with the problem of uncontrolled 
urbanization . . . cities that have 
sprawled out in all directions, massing 
people together in tight cubicles of con- 
crete and steel. 


And these cities have become sores in 


our nation, festering with crime, pollu- 
tion, mental illness and poverty. 


People have run from the cities in 


droves to the suburbs which they claim 
have a "country atmosphere." They 
want open space and clean air. They 
want to drive down streets, attend 
schools and shop in stores that are un- 
crowded. They want to live in a commu- 


nity where there are not so many faces 
on each acre that they can never get to 
know their neighbors. 


The headlines in the 
newspapers 


record these peoples' daily fight to pre- 
vent the suburbs from growing into little 
cities. 


I sympathize with the people who do 


not want to see the few remaining vacant 
lots in their community filled with high 
story apartment buildings or retail shop- 
ping centers. 


WHAT WE NEED is good planning. 


We need village governments that can 
look beyond the dollar value of a devel- 
opment and see the real value of a com- 
munity that offers services and facilities 


together with open land. 


The only open land left in most estab- 


lished suburbs today belongs to the park 
district or is already slated for develop- 
ment. We need more. 


Some people say you can't fight change 


so why not accept it. But I say, do fight 
it if you believe it will be detrimental to 
your community. 


If you want the suburbs to be the ideal 


community you thought you were moving 
to, attend village board and zoning board 
meetings, and say so. But don't just con- 
demn. Bring a plan that can better your 
community before it is too late . . . be- 
fore every lot is filled and the natural 
beauty of open land is lost. 


Many attempts have been made by 


outsiders to explain how AA manages to 
succeed, where psychiatry and medical 
treatment so often fail, in restoring alco- 
holics to sobriety. Psychological terms 
such as — "group therapy" and "mutual 
reinforcement" are trotted out to make 
the explanations sound scientific. 


But anyone who has seen AA work. 


close up, knows there is something more 
involved, something that cannot be re- 
duced to a pat verbal formula. 


AA's don't bother too much trying to 


figure it out. All they know — and a'l 
that a prospective member needs to 
know — is that it works.

(UPI)—Backstairs at the White House: 
President Nixon now is embarked on a 


grueling political campaign rivaling in 
intensity if not duration the campaign he 
conducted in his own behalf two years 
ago. 


Between him, Vice President Spiro T 


Agnew and other members of the first 
family, the White House is conducting 
the most massive and expensive off-year 
political effort in the nation's history. 


The President alone has appeared in 21 


states from coast-to-coast. Agnew has 
been on the campaign trail for two 
months. Mrs. Nixon and daughter Tricia 
have taken separate tours. Son-in-law- 
David Eisenhower did his bit with sev- 
eral appearances prior to reporting to 
the Navy for officer training. 


THE TARGET IS ideological control of 


the Senate. 


White House political strategists spoke 


for a time of winning enough Republican 
seats next Tuesday to gain control of the 
Senate where Democrats now hold a 57 
to 43 edge. Nixon was the first chief ex- 
ecutive in history to enter office with a 
minority of Ms party in both houses of 
Congress, which some advisers feel has 
inhibited him in getting a comprehensive 
legislative program passed. 


But now the aim is somewhat more 


modest: To give the Senate more of a 
conservative coloration; to demonstrate 
his own political muscle and give inde- 
pendent-minded senators second thoughts 
about opposing the President's policies. 


President Nixon has undertaken this 


task of political activity with the relish of 
an old campaigner. His decision to do so 
has its roots in his belief that the gre.it 
silent majority which he so frequenth 
summons is indeed a potent politic.nl 
force that can make itself felt among tlv.- 
most liberal of constituencies.

N o r t h w e s t Educational Cooperative 


(NEC), gave elementary officials and 
board members their first face-to-face 
formal opportunity to specifically ques- 
tion Dist.

Kenneth Gill, superintendent of Wheel- 


ing-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, challenged 
the district to supply more information to 
the feeder districts 


"We're trying to get our oar into the 


water before the whole thing goes over 
the dam," remarked Gill, who urged ele- 
mentary involvement in the discussions 


James Erviti, superintendent for Dist. 


59 in Elk Grove Township, observed the 
area's districts tend to compete for tax 
money, thus, cooperation would be help- 
ful. 


Richard Bachhuber, chairman of both 


Comm 75 and the Dist. 214, explained 
Dist. 214, faced by a projected enroll- 
ment of 25,000 students in 10 years, could 
be faced by a need for 10 high schools, 
unless other plans are developed. 


HE POINTED OUT, however, that a 


schedule change might eliminate a ninth 
and tenth high school. He added that the 
district's eighth high school "looks like a 
necessity." If a bond issue for the school 
fails, the district could use alternate 
scheduling plans, such as the Comm 75 
recommendations, he added. 


The Comm 75 recommendations, in ad- 


dition to a year-round school as early as 
1973-74, include a further expanded sum- 
mer school, study of an expanded day 
and greater use of community resources.
